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THE RABBINATE. 


THE meeting of the Conference convened by the United Synagogue 
on Sunday next will mark a further definite step in the filling of the 
office rendered vacant by the death of the ever-lamented Dr. HERMANN 
ADLER. There is something approaching the tragic in the fact 
that Mrs. ADLER who, throughout Dr. ADLER’s incumbency of his 
othice, was in all thecares and anxietiesinseparable from his position, truly 
his helpmeet, should have passed away on the very eve of the 
meeting of the delegates who are to take measures for appointing 
his successor. The proceedings of the Conference must be fraught 
with most important consequences—-either for good or for ill—for 
the community. This must be so primarily, as far as concerns the 
religious aspect of Anglo-Jewry. For, in the the first place, the office 
is a religious one, and in the next, a common faith is the nexus which 
at least, more consciously than any other, binds Jew to Jew. But 
it is not merely the religious aspect of our people in’ this country 
which is likely to be influenced by the future of the Rabbinate. That 
office has come to be associated with a- quasi-social and a quasi- 
political leadership of our brethren in the United Kingdom. 
And whatever re-arrangement of the incidence of the _func- 
tions of the office, whatever devolution of duties, whatever 
reorganisation may ultimately be decided upon, the office 
for which the Conference will be called upon to set about 
finding a fitting ¢ncumbent, is the Chief Rabbinate as HERMANN 
ADLER, by his high conception of it, taught this generation to think of 
it. The community is, we feel assured, in no mood to go back on that 
conception. It will take care not to belittle it. It will rather strive to 
enhance it. These are no times for any other policy. The conditions and 
the circumstances by which Anglo-Jewry is surrounded, the prospects 
with which it is faced, the growing complexity of our problems, both 
internal and external, the immense and difficult questions that should 
be grappled with out of hand, to say nothing of those which, sooner or 
later, we all know, must be met by us—all point to the necessity at 
this juncture of our securing for ourselves a strong and capable leader, 
a wise,and sympathetic counsellor, a courageous and far-seeing 
guide. It may be diflicult to find any man who will adequately 
fulfil these ideals of the Rabbinate. We shall render the thing an 
utter impossibility if we first make the office too small for any such 
man to occupy. We donot hide from ourselves the disposition in this 
direction which in some quarters is abroad, and we appeal in all 
earnestness to the members of the Conference about to gather, to take 
the widest, and the highest view of the duty that is cast upon them— 
in all sooth a sacred one. They will, we hope and believe, look with a 
single eye upon the necessities of this great Community, and, mindful 
of the proud fieritage we have to maintain, and of the place we occupy 
among the Jewries of the world, will steadily repress petty puerilities, 
turning a deaf ear to the clamant voices that call for disintegration of 
the Rabbinate which must lead to communal! chaos, 

For the moment, it seems to us, all schemes and plans for 


° reorganising the Rabbinate are certainly premature, and are most 


probably futile. If it be not irreverent in such a connection, “we 
venture to suggest the wisdom of the immortal Mrs. GLASSE 
as to the necessity of first catching our’ hare before 
proceeding to cook it. In the case of the Rabbinate the wisdom of the 
adage should be the more apparent seeing that by reason of its essential 
qualifications this particular hare will in the nature of things be best 
fitted to advise as to his being utilised to the utmost advantage. Any 
man competent to fillthe office willbeable torender the best possible assist- 
ance in its being moulded to meet our needs. No man would be worthy of 
filling the office who would accept it after a re-shaping upon which he 
had not been consulted. And although one of the objects of next 
Sunday’s meeting of the Executive Committee of the United Syna- 
gogue and the representatives of other bodies in the United Kingdom 
contributing to the maintenance of the office of Chief Rabbi, is, we 
observe, to confer upon the © duties " of the office, it is to be hoved 
that the phrase for the purposes of the Conference will be construed in 
its broad meaning, and that the delegates will not be led off into 
interminable debates at this point upon any scheme or plan—or 
Memorandum—for regulating the religious administration of the com- 
munity. The time for that will be after provision has been made for 
what obviously must be the keystone of any such proposal—an efficient 
Chief Rabbi. 

One of the matters upon which the Conference will be called 
upon to deliberate is the question of the emoluments of the new 
Chief Rabbi. This question, we hope, will be approached in 
no niggardly or cheeseparing spirit. The salary of the late 
Chief Rabbi, bearing in mind the charges upon it which he 
had to bear, was, in our view, inadequate. There has of late 
years been a notable rise in the cost of living, consequent, to a 
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large extent, upon an appreciation of the standard of living in this 
country. And, although we are all for economy in the administration 
of public funds, the fact must not be lost sight of that a Chief Rabbi 
has to be the social equal of the religious heads of other denominations 
whose stipends are far higher than that hitherto attached to the Chief 
Rabbi's office. If we would make of it a really great office, we 
must pay for it accordingly. Not the least advantage of such extra 
expenditure would be that it would tend to raise generally the market 
value, so to speak, of the Jewish Ministry as a whole, the members of 
which, it is notorious, are as a body underpaid. A higher norm ol 
salary would by the natural working of economic law induce many 
men of talent and ability to join our Ministry, who are attracted to 
other walks of life that yield a better return to those who tread them. 

The Conference will be asked, too, to consider the “mode of 
election "' of the Chief Rabbi and “all details connected therewith.” 
It is to be hoped that delegates will take the very narrowest and 
the most purely formal view of this reference. We have already in these 
columns, urged that no election, except perhaps in its sheer legal sense, 
should be held in connection with the new Chief Rabbi. That any 
gentleman who is to fill such an office should be subjected to a contest 
and votes, with their inevitable concomitants of canvassing and the 
formation of rival parties working the candidature, would be, we do not 
hesitate to say, a disastrous blunder. The late Chief Rabbi derived no 
small portion of the influence he was able to exercise upon, and in behal! 
of, the community from the fact that he was selected by unanimous 
choice. On the other hand, his father was for many years hampered 
in the Rabbinate by his having been subjected to the indignity of a 
contested election, and more than once complained that a great part of 
the early years of his Rabbinate had perforce to be occupied in assuag- 
ing feelings that had been aroused against him in the course of the 
struggle. It is quite true that on this occasion we have no one who, 
as in the case of HERMANN ADLER,-can be said to be designated for the 
post in advance by overwhelming popular opinion. -But there appears 
to us noreason in this for resort to-a contested election. It ought to be 
possible for the Conference to appoint a small Committee of selection 
and agree to abide by its decision, to be come to, of course, in 
private. For this purpose, the smaller the Committee the better. Be 
this as it may, whatever arrangement is decided upon in the © election "’ 
of the new Chief Rabbi, we pray to be delivered from anything in the 
nature of a public contest for the office. 

The Conference which will meet on Sunday will be drawn from 
all parts of the United Kingdom, but we have no doubt that its members 
will one and all recognise the necessity of sinking merely local and 
sectional predilections for considerations of the general good 


of the community as a whole. It will have the advantage 
of the wise guidance of the hon. officers of the United 
Synagogue, prominent amongst whom, it is in no_- sense 


invidious to mention, the noble President whose unique experience 
and unrivalled knowledge of the needs of Anglo-Jewry are to be placed 
at its disposal. To such counsel as he may give and such guidance as 
he may proffer, the delegates will do well to pay full heed. Lord 
ROTHSCHILD, the Conference will appreciate, is earnestly, passionately 
anxious to do all that in his power lies to ensure the future well-being 
of the community, whose interests he has served with matchless devo- 
tion his life long, by securing for it, at this anxious time, an 
Ecclesiastical Chief best fitted for adequately and efficiently coping 
with the arduous duties which must be undertaken by the Rabbinate. 
In his efforts in that direction we, in all confidence, bespeak from the 
Conference its loyal and sympathetic support.

THE position of L:nglish Jews in relation tothe Russian Passport 

question is engaging the attention of the Conjoint Con 

mittee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewis! 
Association. We are delighted to learn from the 
annual report of the Board of Deputies a résumé o' 
which is given in another column, that the matter is 
under immediate consideration " of the Conjoint Committee and tha’ 
we have the promise that it will spare no efforts to get this unjus' 
distinction between Jews and other British subjects remedied.” Thy 
question. here is one as to the rights of British citizenship, as in 
America it is one of American citizenship. In neither case is it one 
as to Russian citizenship, as is by some apologists of Russia con 
tended. This error has already found a lodgment in _ the 
friendly columns of the Times, and it would be unfortunate if it 
obtained acceptance in wider circles. Our grievance is as palpable 
and intolerable as that of our American co-religionists; while we 
believe it will also be found that we have, if possible, even a_ stronger 
case for redress than they. It was, at all events, sufficiently strong to 
impel our Foreign Office to protest for years against the attitude of the 
Russian authorities, though for diplomatic reasons, the protests sul 
sequently ceased.

Such an opportunity as the present for pressing the just claims of 
English Jews may not soon recur, and every possible step should be 
taken not only to inform the Foreign Office of the facts, but to educate 
public opinion. As long as Russia is allowed to discriminate against 
English Jews, so long is aslur cast upon them, and their equal civic 
status with the rest of the population is prejudiced. Friendship with 
Russia may be an excellent thing politically, butit ought not to be pu: 

chased at the cost of the degradation of an important section of the 
English population and the violation of the fundamental British 
principle that all citizens are equal in the eyes of the law. 


WHAT purports to be an article on “ Anglo-Russian Progress,’ 
but is (in its main purpose) an attack upon Jews, 
and a whitewashing of Russia’s treatment of them, 
appears in the current number of the Fortnightly 
Review, from the Russian Consul-General in London, 
Baron HEYKING. The article is one of the most disingenuous 
productions which have ever figured even in the pro-Russian 
or the Russian Anti-Jewish campaign. It is impossible to deal 
here with all the reckless assertions of Baron HEYKING. But 
we select the following as an example of the manner in which he 
seeks to throw dust in the eyes of the English reader. After a 
reference to the “alleged persecution” of the Jews in Russia, 
he proceeds to discuss the Pale of Settlement. This terri- 
tory, he says, comprises at present twenty-six Provinces, 
with an area of 896,000 square versts (one square verst == 0°44 
of a square mile), a territory which surpasses in size the largest 
States in Western Europe; it is double the size of both France 
and Germany, one-and-a-half times larger than Austria-Hungary, 
and two-and-a-half times the size of Great Britain. “It can, 
therefore, hardly be said,” he continues, “that the Jews in Russia 
are crowded together. Within the same territorial limits dwell 
44,000,000 Christians, a number eight times as large as that of the 
Jews, without suffering from any congestion.” Will it be believed that 
in the whole of these remarks the writer says not a word of the fact 
that the Jewish population are in the main cruelly confined to the towns 
only of the Pale of Settlement, and are not allowed to settle in the vast 
stretches of territory outside the urban centres? It cannot, by any 
possibility, be that an important Russian official is ignorant of this 
elementary fact of the situation.

Suggestion. in our last issue. The Jewish mind has been turned 
soil-wards a great deal during the last generation, 
and Jewish energies have succeeded in demonstrating that members of 
the race can be turned into successful tillers of the land. Toa large 
extent this agrarian movement has concerned itself with the direct 
victims of perscution; but there is no good reason for such a limitation. 
lt may be, and as a matter of fact is, just as urgent to place English. 
born Jews on the land as their coreligionists in Russia. If our town- 
born and town-bred community could be refreshed by contact with the 


‘soil, a purifying and re-vitalising influence would be introduced into 


them which would be good for Jews themselves and good for the 
general population. In the United States a number of our coreligionists 
have _ settled upon land which had gone out of cultivation, and are 
making a gallant effort to revive its productive power. If Jews in 
i:ngland would put some of their brains and energy into agriculture, 
they might easily do something to restore this greatest of all industries 
to its rightful place in the national economy. The scheme which we 
described last week is presumably only tentative. But, if the idea 
were taken up in practical fashion, and some of our young men taken 


from the cities and trained to the healthful occupation of agriculture, 


it would be a happy day for all concerned. 

WE sincerely trust that there is no truth in the report that the 
Turkish Government is drafting a law for the 
prohibition of the settlement of Jews, not only as 
hitherto, in Palestine, but also in Syria. It ig 
pointed out in the German Press that the passing of a law forbidding 
the immigration of foreign Jews would be strictly opposed to the 
international agreements made by Turkey. As is forcibly stated, the 
capitulations guarantee every foreigner the right to settle in Turkey 
and acquire property, and a limitation of this right to the disadvantage 
of the Jews would be untenable from the point of view of international 
law. But we would put the matter on other grounds. In’the first 
place the present rulers of Turkey stand for a reaction and revolt 
against tyranny. They should think twice before basing their policy 
upon an act of oppression against a people who have never given the 
smallest ground for such action.. For the Young Turks to take up the 
position of the Russian Government and deny admission to foreign 
Jews is absolutely unthinkable.

But considerations of expediency, as well as of right, should deter the 
authorities from any such action as is rumoured. After all, at such a 
time as this, when Turkish affairs are passing through a serious crisis 
which is not confined to external relations, it cannot be to the interest 
of the Ottoman Empire to do anything which would reflect upon the 
loyalty of one of its most devoted and patriotic elements. What 
Turkey needs to-day is industrious and energetic citizens who will 
develop its resources and add to its wealth, and place it in a position 
to resist those encroachments which threaten its very existence. To 
bar out useful citizens merely in order to gratify some foolish fear or 
idle prejudice is a species of puerility unworthy of grown men, let 
alone leading statesmen.

Sir.—On the 7th of March next I am to have the great pleasure of 
presiding at a dinner in aid of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum—an 
institution which, as you know, makes itself responsible for the care of some 
400 orphan children of our people. The position of these little ones is so 
touching that it is not necessary for me to do more than point out to you 
that, whilst £16,000 is annually required to maintain and educate them, there 
is an assured income of only £9,000. An appeal from time to time for 
additional funds is therefore imperative. 

Besides, recent extensions df the Orphanage, resulting in the admission of 
fifty more children of very tender years, have seriously. increased the liabilities 
that have to be incurred; but I am confident that our community will still 
cordially give the support which is necessary for carrying on the good work of 
providing for these poor children of our faith who have been bereft of their 
natural ‘protectors.

“AM I MY BROTHER'S KEEPER?" 


By MENTOR. 


HE brand that was set upon Cain was designed to mark him not because 
he repudiated guardianship of his brother, but because he did him to 
death. The sin involved in the plea “Am I my brother’s keeper?” 
was not the inferential irresponsibility claimed by the primeval tiller of 

he soil, but the intended suggestion of entire ignorance as to the fate of his kins- 
san. The apologia of Cain is employed proverbially as a rebuke to those who are 
_reless and callous about the destiny of the ones whom Nature has set near 
nd who ought to be dear to them. The words of the first homicide are 
‘ibly flung at the man whose only offence is that he concentres his 
houghts and his energies on his own concerns to such an extent that none 
remain for his brother. Glibly flung—and unthinkingly. Responsibility of 
ne man for another—even for one related in kin—cannot be applied dogma. 
tically as a fixed rule as if it were a mathematical certainty. Conditions and 


jreumstances infinitely complex, interwoven and interlacing, have to be. 


ccurately and nicely measured before we can fix responsibility, a repudiation 
either in word or deed of which can be adjudged blameworthy. 


Every case brought to examination would be found to vary one from 
another in a hundred-and-one points. The eugenically unfit are niostly 
unable with efficiency to be their own keepers. Any attempt to be their 
brothers’ keepers would spell disaster to them and prove a broken reed to the 
ones for whom they had been so recklessly foolhardy as to assume the care. 
As a general rule man is not, cannot be and ought not to be, his brother's 
keeper. That is as Nature has planned it. In ninety-nine cases out ofa 
hundred men are bound by her unseen forces to yield obedience to Nature. 
Where we find the one per cent. exception, we find also the sense of love 
of pity, of self-sacrificing altruism, a manifestation of the victory of the 
spiritual over the material. These evoke our profound respect just because 
they are not dictated by Nature. They represent the triumph of man over 
Nature, and the demonstration elicits in consequence man's applause, either 
active or passive. 

From the admixture of cant and loose-thinking evolved in people’s minds 
by the plea of Cain, we Jews are particular sufferers. We are subjected to.a 
syllogism as false as it is pat, which, though unexpressed, places upon us an 
unnatural burden. All Jews are brothers, :uns this mental argument, all men 
are responsible as the keepers of their brothers, therefore, all Jews should be 
responsible as the keepers of their fellow-Jews. The unsoundness of this 
reasoning resides in the assumption that man is naturally his brother's keeper. 
if the stated syllogism were found to be logically sound the brotherhood of 
Israel, a reality nurtured by a vitalising sentiment, would fade and shrivel as 
a matter of necessary self-defence. What is now a sound and sturdy oak 
would become transformed into a mere evanescent growth as ephemeral as 
Jonah’s gourd. Let us clear our minds of cant and loose-thinking. When 
Jews become responsible as the keepers of their brothers, take upon them- 
selves some of their sorrows and their burdens, share their troubles, partake of 
their pains, they triumph over nature, for they evince by their personal 
service, love and pity and self-sacrificing altruism. 

There is an insistent call for personal service in what with some 
disregard of exact topography—and undue limitation—is termed, the East 
End. Jews whose lives are fallen in pleasant places, whose lives are set in 
luxury and in ease, are asked to become their brothers’ keepers, to suck the 
social poison from their wounds so that they may live and not perish. The 
call is no new demand. It has been made continuously in tones now 
crescendo, now diminuendo, over the last quarter of a century. And some- 
times it has been acceded to, not in obedience to the dictates of nature 
but because men and women amongst us have triumphed over natural 
instincts. Nor, in numberless instances, where there has been no such 
human triumph over Nature, has the answer to the call been forthcoming, 
because we Jews feel ourselves responsible as the keepers of our 
brothers. Where natural instincts have remained, and there has been no 
ove or pity or charity to influence the response to the demand for aid, for 
help, for sympathy—of the rich for the poor, of the educated for the ignorant, 
of the socially cultured for the socially savage—it has been forthcoming, not 
because Jews are naturally responsible as keepers as their brothers, a 
pernicious doctrine, but because Jews are brothers—an invaluable fact. 


For the brotherhood of the Jew to the Jew renders it certain that there 
is a likeness in their physiology, in their psychology, in their characteristics, 
modified as they may be in individuals, though néver throughout Jewry essen- 
tially differing. Brotherhood involves family, what we recognise as familiar, 
because we ourselves partake and share it—family likeness—like disposition to 
physical illness, because of identical family history. And as of physical ills so of 
social ills. The brotherhood of the Jew means a proneness, a liability to the 
same social ills, because of identical family record. The Jew of the West End, 
not because he triumphs over natural instincts, but because he is obedient to 
them, answers the call of the East End. Does the plague rage to which his 
family is prone? It isa sheer natural instinct that impels him to stay its 
ravages lest he, too, fall victim. It is not because he essays to become his 
brother’s keeper, but because he desires, at Nature’s prompting, to keep and 
guard himself that he answers the call of his brothers. 


Thus the call of the East End, the call for aid and help, reaches the West 
End with a dual tone, albeit the call is but one. To sme it means a tocsin 
bidding them to victory over Nature, to the exercise of love and brotherly 
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sentiment and charity and pity. To more, however, it means a reminder that the 
troubles of the East are the troubles of the West—the ills of the one those to 
which a proneness in the other exists—that we Jews are of one family, 
brothers—that to keep and shield our brother from ill is not at all a question 
of his guardianship but one of self-protection. And if the ills of the East 
become the ills of the West—the social diseases of one become the social 
diseases of the other—if the pain and suffering of the denizens of the one 
are repeated in the pain and suffering of those who inhabit the other 
end of the town—it will be because the Jew of the West, which 
denominates wealth and culture and ease and plenty, is unable to triumph 
over Nature and bring to bear sentiments of loving-kindness towards the 
Jew of the East, which denominates poverty and ignorance and squalor and 
misery and destitution and despair—to become his brother's keeper. But in far 
the larger number of instances it will be because the Jew of the West 
recognises his brotherhood with the Jew of the East and the need for 
aiding and helping him as a measure, hot of love or sympathy but as an 
essential of self-protection. 


Let us clear our minds of confusion and cant when we hear the ery of 
the East End. We are not naturally our brother's keeper, but self-protection 
is the first law of nature. The cry can be answered By a triumph over 
nature and may be in a few rare instances. But it ought to be answered 
naturally ; for it is a warning to protect ourselves. 


You may triumph over Nature with glory. You may obey her with 
safety. You can ignore her only at the peril of punishment, relentless and 
unrelenting.

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DEATH OF MRS. ADLER. 


THE LATE GHIEF RABBI’S WIDOW PASSES AWAY. 


MEMOIR. 


It is with profound grief that we record the death of Mrs. Hermann Adler, 
widow of the late Chief Rabbi, who passed away early on Tuesday morning. Mrs. 
Adler, who for some years had been afflicted with a serious disease which she bore 
with exemplary courage and fortitude, had been confined to the house for several 
weeks, finally succumbing to an attack of congestion of the lungs. By a 
melancholy coincidence on the eve of her passing away, a letter from Mrs. Adler 


acknowledging the vote of a pension was read at Monday's meeting of the United 
Synagogue. 

Rachel Adler was born in 1858, being a daughter of the late Solomon 
Joseph who died in 1868 and who like other members of his family was interested 
in the management of the Great Synagogue. Mrs. Adler’s mother was Jane Selig, 
a sister of the founder of the banking firm of Raphael’s. An aunt was Mrs. 
Joseph Kisch, mother of Mr. Benjamin Kisch. Mrs. Joseph was a very cbaritable 
woman deeply imbued with the religious spirit, and many philanthropic and 
educational institutions of the community owed much to her kindly interest, just 
as her children owed a creat deal to her inspiration. Mrs. Adler was one of a 
family of seven sons and two daughters, of whom only Mr. Barnett 5. Joseph 


She was not one who believed that public work necessitated any neglect of home & 
duties, and she showed by her own example how it was possible to reconcile the f 
most generous public service with the fullest regard for domestic duties. She § 
encouraged the movement for placing Jewish girls to domestic service and took » 
great interest in the Lomestic Training Home and the Industrial School for Girls av 
Stamford Hill. The deceased was prominent in the movement for the rescue of women 
and girls from improper conditions of life, and her wise counsel was frequently sough:

THE VICTORY OF AMERICAN JEWS.

NEW YORK. 
The great victory won for the principle of the equality of all American citi 
ens before the law, marking the full recognition of the rights of Jews in all 
atters, was made complete, when President Taft signed the joint resolu.

A Poetic Outburst. 


The Congressional discussion of Russia’s treatment of American Jews gave 
an obvious opportunity to the orators of the House. Representative Graham, of 
Illinois, drew upon Sir Walter Scott for a eulogy of the Hebrew race, quoting 
Rebecca’s reply to the Templar in “Ivanhoe.” The services of Jews to the 
development of America were fittingly commemorated. Perhaps the oddest 
tribute was paid by Representative Francis, of Ohio, who reminded his hearers 
that the Bunker Hill Monument “ was financed by a Gentile and a Jew—Amos 
Lawrence and Judah Truro.” He then broke into verse, as follows: 

Amos and Judah, venerated names, 

Patriarch and prophet, press their equal claims ; 

Like generous coursers, running be. and neck, 

Mach aids the work by giving it a cheque. 

Christian and Jew, they carry out one plan, 

For, though of different faiths. each is in heart a man. 


No wonder, says the Manchester Guardian, that Representative Sulzer’s reeolution a

Official Conditions of a New Treaty. 
THE RECOMMENDATION OF AN OFFICIAL COMMITTEE. 
[From our Russian Correspondent.] 


The return of the Court from Livadia to St. Petersburg (Tsarskoe Sel») has 
been accompanied by a definite declaration of Russia’s attitude towards the 
American demands. The officially inspired Rossiv appeared during the week with 
a statement to which great importance is attached in political circles. “The 
Government of the United States,” declared the Rossia, “ maintains its friendly 
attitude towards us, and in the motives for the abrogation of the Treaty it has not 
indicated the interests of the American Jews. As the United States is not 
satisfied with the old Treaty, it must formulate its demands and suggest the 
foundation of the next treaty. These conditions have not yet been made known 
to us, but a new treaty is only possible, if America refrains from putting forward 
the interests of the Jews. As regards the tariff proposals of the Nationalists 
and ()ctobrists, they are premature as vet, and the dissatisfaction created by them 
is quite comprehensible, as Russia stands in need of American cotton.” 

Another article, which has created a powerful impression, appeared during 
the week in the organ of the Ministry of Finance, the Tory l’romishlenna ya 
Gazette. It treated the question from a financial point of view, and it displayed a 
deep knowledge of the circumstances. Its conclusions were in favour of normal 
relations with America, forecasting serious losses to Russia in the event of a 
crisis. What political circles gather from the official declarations, is that the 
Government of M. Kokovtzeff will not associate itself with the Nationalist outbursts, 
and that on the re-assembly of the Duma (after the Christmas recess, on |()th 
January, © 8.) the Ministry will oppose the Bill for the closing of the doors to both 
American Jews and goods, thereby defeating the Zristro movement in favour of a 
national boycott of American imports. The Government is still less likely to treat 
seriously the scheme of the Octobrist deputy, M. Shubinsky, recommending the 
arrest and the exile to Siberia of all American Jews entering Russia. Atthe same 
time, however. it is equally clear that the anti-Semitic spheres have succeeded in 
persuading the Court that a clirect surrender to America would damage the prestige 
of Russia, and that the latter would oppose a solution of the passport question, 
which could be interpreted as a Russian capitulation to the United States and not 
as a concession granted on its own free will. 

It has transpired that even a Government Committee, presided over by the 
former reactionary Mister of the Interior, M. Durnovo, has recommended the 
abolition of several restrictions against the entrance of foreign Jews into Russia. 
This proposal, it is true, with violent Opposition in Court circles, and as 
the Tsar’s friend, Prince Mestchersky (an anti-Semite who became a friend of the 
Jews after a visit to Frankfort), stated in the Grazdanin, the creation of a Star 
Chamber is seriously entertained by the bureaucrats anxious to keep Russia in its 
present state. However, the Government being convinced of the necessity of 
avoiding commercial conflicts with foreign Powers on the passport question, would, 
under unabated pressure from abroad, frame and pass a Passport Bill (with the 
customary rapidity exhibited in the Duma in the case of Bills receiving the blessing 
of the Court) in order to be able to formulate a new treaty with America on its 
own conditions, “ without reference to the Jewish problem.” 

The Liberal Press gives prominence to the fact that the Medical Congress 
sitting at Moscow has been deprived by over-zealous Nationalist authorities of the 
counsels of the famous Berlin doctor, Herr Nagelschmied, who could not attend 
the proceedings on account of his religion. 


AN IMPORTANT SEQUEL. 


A few weeks ago I reported the disappointment and surprise of the Russian 
Liberals at the attitude of the /imnes and other English organs towards Russian 
oppression. The further exposures of this anomaly by the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
and other organs have convinced all liberal-minded people of the necessity of 
counteraction. The Russian Liberals and Jews, however, refuse to believe that 
the entire change in the attitude of the 7imes and other English quarters towards 
the oppressed nationalities is governed by “ policy,” and they attribute it to a mere 
lack of knowledge of the real circumstacces. Steps are, therefore, being taken in 
certain quarters to place before public opinion ab oad coriect information illus- 
trating Russia’s real rile as oppressor of its own subjects in addition to the 
numerous weaker nationalities. 


Action by the London Chamber of Commerce. 


At a meeting of the Council of the London Chamber of Commerce held 
recently under the Chairmanship of Lord Desborough, K.C.V.O., President, it 
was resolved ‘“ To make representations to the Foreign Office as to the stringent 
regulations imposed upon Jewish commercial travellers in Russia, and to urge the 
necessity for joint action by all countries concerned, with a view to the removal 
of the regulations in question.” 


** The Example of America."" 


Mr. N. 8. Burstein, of Cardiff, has contributed a second article to the Wesfern 
Mail (published in that city) on “The Example of America.” In the course of 
the article, Mr. Burstein says: 

The Jew is the world's thermometer for civilisation. In the country where the 
estimation and freedom of the Jew are up there is a true sign that the civilisation and 
enlightenment of the ple have risen too; where his rights and liberties are down the 
civilisation of that country is also in a low state. It is not appreciation, but recognition 
for the Jew that I am seeking. England, America, Germany and France have tolerated 
Russian outrages And insults to humanity so long a time that one begins to question 
whether one has a right to ask that these Governments should stop Russia's disgraceful 
proceedings. But America has taken the lead now in cemandng that these affronts 
should cease, and England, Germany and France mvst follow suit. Weare here ina land 
where the intellect can be true to what it knows. Then why should not the English 
people rise like one man and insist upon the enforcement of the lawful rights of English 


citizens everywhere’ In speaking of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, Buchanan, in 1807, . 


wrote :—" The fact is that when two nations like Great Britain and the United States, 
mutually desirous as they are, and I trust ever may be, of maintaining the most friendly 
relations with each other, have, unfortunately, concluded a treaty which they under- 
stand in senses directly opposite, the wisest course would be to abrogate such a treaty 
by mutual consent and commence anew.” With how much more force ought these 
words to be applied by England towards Russia? We do not urge war with Russia. [We 
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only ask that she be summoned before the bar of civilisation and all her nakedness 
exhibited, all her inhumanities denounced. That nation is only truly great that protects 
all; to neglect or ignore the Jew is to endanger the Christian and rice versa. The ark 
of our national covenant knows no side or false lights. The perpetual lamp of justice 
and equality is the only radiance that is lasting and permanent. We ask no toleration ; 
we do not defend our demands. We simply appeal to an enlightened public opinion for 
that justice which is the God-given right of all men and the heirloom of all Americans 
and Englishmen.

and I am to refer you to the answer given by Sir Edward in the House of Commons on 
November 25th, 1909, to a question on this subject put to him by Mr. O'Grady, M.P’.

The reply (and the question evoking it) referred to in the above letter, wa* 
as follows:— 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—NOVEMBER 25TH, 190%. 


Mr. O'Grady asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether any 
agreement existed between this country and Russia imposing disabilities upon 
British subjects of the Jewish faith who were journalists, in the event of 
euch subjects applying to the Russian Consulate in London for 
their passports to be viséd; whether he was aware that a British 
subject and a Jew, in the acting capacity of a special correspondent of the 
Daily News newspaper,.was so treated ; and, in view of this fact, would repre- 
sentations be made to the Russian Government to remove such restriction from 
the journalistic profession. 

Sir EDWARD GREY: The circumstances of the Russian Consul-General 
having refused to viser the passport referred to has been brought to the notice of 
His Majesty’s Government. No agreement exists of the nature referred to in the 
question, and I would beg to refer to the reply given on November 17th 
last to the Hon. Member for Kilkenny. So long as the Russian regulations 
respecting persons of the Jewish faith are applied to all persons alike, irrespective 
of their nationality, which His Majesty’s Government have reason to believe to be 
the case, they have no treaty grounds for protest. It is not practical to ask for 
special exceptions to be made in favour of one particular profession. 


AN ANTI-SEMITIC MOVE BY THE 
RUSSIAN MINISTER OF JUSTICE. 
Jewish Lawyers Ruined.—Widespread Indignation. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


The Jewish lawyers in Russia have received a blow of considerable magnitude 
at the hands of the leader of the extreme reactionaries and anti-Semites in the 
Cabinet, M. Tcheglovitoff, whose antagonism to our coreligionists I have brought 
to notice on frequent occasions. A few weeks ago I reported the fact that, acting 
in harmony with the representatives of the Minister of Justice concerning the 
numbers of Jewish Assistant Advocations (Assistants of Sworn-in Counsels) in 
Kieff, as revealed to him by the inquiry into the Bogroff crime (M. Stolypin’s 
assassin was a lawyer), the loca! authorities temporarily suspended the admission 
of Jews to the profession. During the interval, M. Tcheglovitoff examined the 
status of the Jewish Assistant Advocates with a view to limiting their number 
throughout the Empire. His immediate subordinates, however, pointed out to 
bim that all his endeavours, which amounted to the monopolisation of the privilege 
of appointing those Assistants by the Ministry, vere illegal, and that the large 
pumber of the Jewish Assistant Advocates was a result of his refusal to promote 
them to the full rank of Advocate (an appointment which must receive the sanc- 
tion of the Minister of Justice). M. Tcheglovitoff, nevertheless, did not rest con- 
tent, and, together with the Kieff authorities, he effected a move against the Jews 
of far-reaching consequences. During the week the local District Assizes met and 
resolved to install a ten per cent. norm for Kieff Jewish Assistant Advocates, to 
refrain from appointing Jews as Assistants, until their numbers are reduced to this 
norm, and to exclude from the profession those Assistant Advocates who were enrolled 
seven years ago, but who failed to secure their promotion to the rank of Advocate. 
In reply to the criticism of the more liberal-minded members, the Chairman of 
the Assizes stated that it mattered little whether the steps were legal or not, since 
M. Tcheglovitoff’s concurrence with them was assured. The above illegal decisions 
of the Assizes, which are not founded on any law, provide not only for the 
immediate exclusion of about seventy Kieff lawyers from the profession and for 
the closing of the doors to it to Jewish lawyers for many years, but they are also 
regarded as dangerous precedents for the annual exclusion of Jewish lawyers of 
seven years’ standing, whom the Minister refuses to promote, and for the imitation 
of the action throughout Russia. The entire move has created widespread indig- 
nation among the Russian lawyers. The Kieff Lawyers’ Association decided not 
only to protest against it, but to fight out the case in the higher judicial chambers, 
thus frustrating the plans of the Minister of Justice. The kindred Associations 


in St. Petersburg and in other important cities are ready to assist the Kieff Advo- 
Sates in their campaign. 


A GREAT RUSSIAN STATE TRIAL. 
Thirty-three Deputies will Answer for Dispelling a Libel. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


For the last few years the Russian anti-Semites have not ceased to accuse the 
Ekaterinoslav Jews of the murder of the Liberal deputy of the second Duma, M. 
Karavayeff, and to demand the punishment of our coreligionists. In spite of the 
fact that the children of the assassinated deputy have on several occasions indi- 
cated the real criminals, the police refused to take proceedings against them, 
fearing the anger of the local Real Russian Governor. Finally, however. thirty- 
three Opposition deputies have recently succeeded in establishing the complicity in 
the crime of the local Real Russian Union, the St. Petersburg anti-Semitic 
leaders, some Real Russian deputies and members of the Ochrana. Basiyg them- 
selves on documentary evidence of accomplices of the crime and other facts, they 
brought the case before the Duma, proving that in the event of the discovery of 
the plot the secret police he'd in readiness Jews, whom they were going to accuse 
of the attempt to assassinate M. Karavayeff. Contrary to Parliamentary custom 
granting deputies immunity from libellous proceedings and to the disguat of even 
many reactionaries, an accused Real Russian made use of the Tsar’s prerogative 
(according to His Majesty, the right to permit the prosecution of deputies), and 
obtained permission to take proceedings against a deputy who brought the case 
before the Duma, and others have applied for a similar permit to prosecute the 
entire group of thirty-three deputies. A trial will, therefore, take place, in which

The German Conservative Party and Anti-Semitism

Party programme in the desired sense. Thus, we find that the new edition of th: 
“ Handbook of the German Conservative Party,” issued only a month ago, contain

The proposal to alter the sentence of the Conservative programme : We are oppos« 
to the disintegrating and especially demoralising influence of Judaism. in accordan: 
with the times, as the disintegrating influence proceeds more from Social Democratic an 
Atheistic quarters, will doubtless find little approval at present. It is just in these mov: 
ments that we find Judaism strongly represented, which still proves to be a ferment o 
decomposition. A certain measure of anti-Semitiem will thus have to belong to thx 
Conservative standpoint for a long time to come. 

This frank confession of anti-Semitism is likely to cost the Conservatives an\ 
small Jewish support upon which they might have previously.reckoned.

Miscellaneous Russian Items.

The Jewish representatives of the foreign financiers attending the meeting of 
the International Bank have been permitted to stay in the capital for a week, 
votwithstanding of the Nationalist objections. 

The Nationalist Professors have held a meeting at St. Petersburg, and decided 
to oust Jews and Liberals from the Universities with the view to the “ Russifica- 
tion of knowledge.” 

The Kieff Nationalist Municipality has surprised the world by its decisions to 
join in the protest (I recently reported), against the compulsory removal of the 
businesses of four hundred Jewish merchants to two crowded districts, and to 
request the Cabinet to introduce a Bill levalising the residence of all Jews entitled 
to live in Kieff in all districts of the city. 

As a result of the exclusion of Nicolaie!f from the Pale, the authorities have 
decided not to issue trading cartificates to Jews who had settled there since Ist 
August, 1906. Ruin and exile, therefore, threaten hundreds of Jewish families 
with the approach of the Russian New Year. 

The atrocities committed by the authorities of the Pskov penal servitude 
prison have created an uproar in Russia. The terrible ordeals through which the 
political prisoners pass there compelled even the reactionary papers to demand an 
inquiry into the matter. Among the strange reports which have just transpired, 
is the flogging of Jews for speaking Yiddish and “for being Jews.” 

The Wilna authorities have prohibited the production in the theatre of plays 
written by Jews. 

It has transpired that the Ekaterinoslav authorities sent a Jewish 
youth (Rappaport) to a penal servitude prison for assaulting a Governor-General, 
whereas the actual criminal, who confessed to the crime, is at larive. 
of the lad have appealed to the Premier. ° | 

Asa result of a fire at the Catholic Church at Zdunskaya Vola (Kalish), 
crowds assembled accusing the Jews of the crime, and assuniing a threatening 
attitude. The police dispersed the rioters.

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JEWS AND ANGLO-RUSSIAN PROGRESS. 
AN ANTI-JEWISH OUTBURST. 


DEFENCE OF RUSSIAN POLICY. 


The January issue of the Fortnightly Review contains an article by Baron 
Heyking, the Russian Consulate-General, on “ Anglo-Russian Progress,” in the 
course of which he pleads for a further rapprochement between England and Russia, 
based upon commercial and financial relations between the two countries. At 
the conclusion of his article Baron Heyking observes : 


But what about the “iniquitous” passport system, the “ outrageous” tax 
that has to be paid BY commercial travellers for being allowed to do business, 
and the other pecularities of Russian State rule which are not relished by 
Englishmen? The other day, a well-intentioned but rather too outspoken 
Englishman, when paying the fee of 4s. 10d. for the consular visa of his passport, 
declared that such a charge was “ robbery.” 

There is a Russian proverb that says, “‘ You cannot enforce your own rule 
when entering a strange monastery.” In England, as well as in Russia, there 
is a type of narrow-minded people whose discontent is aroused as soon as they 
ind in a foreign country that its laws and customs differ from those that they 
are accustomed to. These differences are then put under a magnifying glass, 
and are spoken of as instances of gross injustice. It must, however, be admitted 
by everybody that each independent State has the right to have its own laws, 
to whrch foreigners, when sojourning in the territory of that State, must snb- 
mit. But apart from this generally recognised principle, the passport system in 
Russia, andthe particular taxes to be paid there, can hardly be considered as 
hampering Anglo-Russian intercourse. If it were so, the number of Englishmen 
who travel there would not steadily increase as it does, and there would not be 
the present continuous advance in business relations between the two countries. 
After all, taxation in Russia is small in comparison with that levied on his fellow- 
citizens, save those of the privileged labouring classes, by Mr. Lloyd George. 

I cannot leave my subject without uttering a word of warning against a 
danger to Anglo-Rusrsian progress. Irefer to the propaganda carried on by 
Russian Jews in Great Britain and directed against Russia. These people 
indalge the morbid taste of certain classes of the British public for sensational 
accounts of crime, misgoveroment. and al! sorts of horrors in Russia. and exert 
themselves to spread false information about Russia for the purpose of arousing 
in the British public distrust, ill-feeling and antipathy against that country. 
For instance, it is alleged that Englishmen are debarred from sending to Russia 
their most capable and trusted business representatives if these happen to be of 
the Jewish faith, that the Jews in Rassia are hampered and persecuted at every 
step and indeed are not allowed to do business at all outside the “ pale” or 
“villages.” In the face of such allegations it may be stated that the Russian 
Government places no obstacle in the way of the entry of Jewish business repre- 
sentatives of foreign commercial aud industrial houses into Russia. Their pass- 
ports are provided with a visa by Russian State consular officers under the same 
regulations as the passports of Christians, and, in both cases, the visa is valid for 
six months. 

The alleged “ persecution ” of the Jews in Russia deserves even more careful 
examination in the light of facts. 

England is justiy proud of her tradition of having been from time 
immemorial an asylum for political and religious refugees, but those Jews who 
nowadays emigrate from Russia to England have no cause to appeal to such 
noble tradition. It is true that some of them have fled to Envland as the result 
of a pogrom, that is to say, a riotous outburst of popular anger against their 
nefarious practices and peculiar habits, but since Great Britain has had her own 
genuine Jewish pogrom in Wales, brought about by identically the same causes 
which prodaced such regrettable excesses in Russia, it ieteall useless for Jews 
to come to this country to avoid them. If some of the’Russian Jews emigrate 
to Great Britain it is generally the result of their extravagance in producing an 
excessive and ever-increasing number of offspring, who cannot find adequate 
means of subsistence at home and are therefore compelled to seek a livelihood in 
other countries where Jews are not so numerous. The rate of increase of the 
Jewish population in Russia is nearly double that of the Russian population 
taken as a whole (2°5 per cent. against 1"5 per cent.). Of all the States of the 
world Russia has, both relatively and absolutely, by far the largest number of 
Jews. Their number in Russia amounts to the appalling figures of 6,000,000, 
forming not less than 4°2 per cent of the total population of the country. In 
Great Britain and Ireland the Jewish community nutnbers not more than 
180,000, forming only | per cent. of the total population. Morever, the special 
influence which the Jews in Russia exercise on the State is rendered more 
serious by theefact that they are not found except in inconsiderable numbers 
among what is the largest section of the population—the peasautry—and that 
they evade, as far as possible, military service. They feel themselves to be 
foreigners among the population of the land in which they dwell and strangers 
to fts national aims, and they have but one leading idea, to thrive for their own 
narrow tribal purposes while at the same time benefiting by the existence of 
the State and social order which have been built up by the labour 
and blood of other races. In England these well-known charac- 
teristics of the Jews are much less apparent owing to their small numbers, but 
nevertheless, this country has already deemed it advisable to restrict the tide of 
Jewish immigration by the Aliens Act of 1905, which, in its practical effect, is 
chiefly directed against Israelites. 

It is true that Jews in Russia do not enjoy all the rights which belong to 
Christians, and that their position is far from being as easy as it is in England ; 
their activity is restrained in Russia by the law and by administrative measures, 
but this does not mean that they are under the ban of political or religious per- 
secution. There are many States where an absolute equality of the different 
races which form their population does not exist. For instance, in France and 
its Colonies persons who do not belong to European races are restricted in their 
rights as compared with Frenchmen. In North America, the Indians and 
Negroes are not looked upon as the equals of white men. India and other 
Colonies of the British I:mpire also exhibit instances of inequality in the rights of 
the different races which compose their population. In Germany the Jews are 
de facto not eligible for every kind of employment. Russia is therefore not the 
only country where differences exist in the rights of subjects of different races. 
Moreover, it is important to note that in Russia the differences in the rights of 
Jews, as compared with those of Christians, have not been imposed upon the 
former as exceptional measures, but are merely the result of the growth of the 
Russian Empire, and are maintained to the present day as an act of necessary 
self-defence. If Russia were to give to the Jews all the right which are enjoyed 
by her other subjects, she would expose the most numerous class of her popula- 
tion, the millions of good-natured, easy-going, unsuspecting, and hard-working 
peasants, to a merciless exploitation and subjugation by the Jews. It is pre- 
cisely for these reasons that the majority of the Jews in Russia are kept within 
certain territorial limits and are not allowed to wander all over the Empire. 
This restriction does not, however, apply to those Jews who are merchants of 
the first guild, t.e , who are not small traders, nor to persons employed by them, 
nor to artisans, graduates, or undergraduates preparing for their examinations ; 
professional persons, such as doctors, lawyers and dentists ; and such persons as 
chemists, assistants of chemists, midwives, and so forth. In the case of all 
those Jews who can prove that they are engaged in useful and self-supporting 
occupations, no limitation exists to their rights of settling in whatever part of 
the Empire they may choose. Jews may be members of the Duma for apy 
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stituency in Russia. Only the unproductive classes, the host of middlemen of 
all kinds and those persons who have not qualified for a particular trade recog- 
nised by law, are confined to certain territorial limits. 

These limits are often described as comprising only a small stretch of land, 
where the Jews are crowded togetherand have no possibility of earning an honest 
livelihood. Let us see if this is really the case. 

Since the time of Viadimir Monomach, Jews have been forbidden to enter 
Russian territory, but they were allowed to settle in the kingdoms of Poland and 
Lithuania. It was only on the incorporation of these States into her dominions 
that Russia in the seventeenth century acquired a large number of Jewish sub- 
jects. They were allowed to remain where they were, but they did not obtain 
the right to enter Russia proper. Since that time the limits of the territory open 
to them has been steadily increased. 

This territory comprises at present twenty-six provinces, with an area of 
896,000 square versts (one square verst 0°44 of a square mile), a territory which 
surpasses in size the largest States in Western Europe; it is double the size of 
both France and Germany, one and a half times larger than Austria-Hungary, 
and two and a half times the size of Great Britain. It can therefore hardly be 
said that the Jews in Russia are crowded together. Within the same territorial 
limits dwell 44,000,000 Christians, a number eight times as large as that of the 
Jews, without suffering from any congestion. 

The Jews in Russia have in course of time obtained more and more ample 
rights, and their present position will certainly continue to improve provided 
they refrain from revolutionary propaganda, and that they identify themselves 
with the interests of the Russian State as a whole. The only possible solution 
of the so-called Jewish question in Russia is that the Jews should make, whole- 
heartedly, common cause with the rest of the population of the Empire. If they 
do this the last trace of the restrictions on their rights as compared with those 
of Christians is bound to disappear automatically. 

In any event, the controversial question of the way a State should manage 
its Jewish subjects must not stand between Russia and Great Britain. The two 
great Empires have to do with each other as a whole. British and Russian 
State interests in the domains of international politics and commerce must not 
depend on any questions whatever of home policy. Other issues are at stake, 
other aims are in view. Mutual interference in the domestic affairs of the two 
nations, whether it be with a view of benetiting the cause of the Jews or for some 
other reason, is entirely outside the scope of Anglo- Russian progress.

Sir,—I wish to draw the attention of your readers to the present urg: 
need for -funds to free the hospital from debt. Although some of t! 
Governors and Subscribers have already generously responded to the rec 
appeal, a large sum still remains to be raised to pay off the bankers’ loan. 

The Committee of Management feel sure that those interested in ¢! 
great work of this, the premier hospital for consumption and diseases of thc 


chest in this country, will not allow its usefulness to be diminished for want of 
sufficient financial support. 

The National Insurance Bill which will shortly become law, whilst maki: 
no provision for large numbers of cases who must still need hospital treat 
ment, will inevitably reduce the income derived from the charitable public. 

It is impossible to close wards without inflicting a very great and r 
hardship upon the large numbers of applicants for admission, quite unable t 
pay for the treatment they so urgently need, and which, if not given, can bu! 
lead to a fatal issue in most cases, accompanied by the grave risk of infection 
to other members of the family. 

Both the Hospital and the Sanatorium are always full, and there ar 
seldom less than 200 accepted applicants waiting for admission. 

I may add that there are two special wards for Jewish patients, which ar 
not endowed. If, unfortunately, it becomes necessary to close any beds, | 
fear that these special wards may be among those to suffer.

A Word from the Jewish Visiting Minister. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 

Str, Lord Cheylesmore has been courteous enough to show me the appeal 
he is sending you on behalf of the Brompton Consumption Hospital. As the 
Jewish visiting minister of that Instgtution for the last seventeen years will you 
permit me to add a few words to his Lordship’s appeal. 

No hospital in the Metropolis so well merits the support of our community as 
the Brompton Consumption Hospital. It is the only hospital in England in 
which special wards and a Kosher kitchen are provided for our co-religionists, 
without any special endowment, or direct contribution, either from a single 
individual or from some society, as is the case with Jewish wards in other 
institations. 

The treatment of our people in this hospital is everything that can be 
desired, no distinction being made between Jew and Centile—if anything, I have 
often thought that our people receive greater consideration, owing, probably, to 
the medical and nursing staff realising that our people are always in the minority, 
and often have a linguistic difficulty. 

The number of Jewish patients in the hospital has decreased in the last few 
years, not, unfortunately, because there are fewer Jews seeking its aid, but on 
account of the growing scarcity of in-patients’ letters in the possession of members 
of our community, as a good many of the former subscribers have passed away, 
and very few new ones have come forward to take their place.

OBERKANTOR ISRAEL TKACH. 


FAMOUS CHAZAN-TO VISIT LONDON. 


The announcement that Oberkantor Israel Tkach, of the Buda-Pesth Temple, 
is shortly to pay a visit to these shores has caused no little stir in the East End, 
where he is well known by a large number of the residents whoare looking forward 
once again to hearing the “Great Chazan ” with pleasurable anticipation. 

In the course of a conversation a representative of this journal has had with an 
acquaintance of the Oberkantor, he gathered that few Cantors on the Continent have 
acquired such reputation as the famous Chazan for the remarkable quality of his 
voice which in some quarters it is said even surpasses in excellence that 
of the famous Chazan Sirota. Herr Tkach will stay for a few days in 
London prior to his departure for New York, where he intends to remain 
for some months. During his all too short sojourn here, the Oberkantor 
will afford Londoners an opportunity of hearing a tenor voice of rare and 
refreshing beauty, at a number of concerts which are being arranged 
for charitable purposes. | 

It is not inappropriate to give here a short biographical sketch of 
Herr Tkach, who is now only in his thirty-eighth year. He is a native 
of Kieff, and studied music successively at St. Petersburg, Odessa and Kieff, and 
later entered the Conservatorium at Vienna, where he studied with the intention 
of engaging as an operatic singer. It was against the desire of his nts, how- 
ever, and Herr Tkach, in deference to their wishes, placed himself in the hands 
of a well-known Chazan, with the view later on of taking up a position as Cantor 
in @ leading Jewish congresa ion on the Continent. Since his election at the 
Temple at Buda-Pesth, Herr Tkach has sung on several occasions at the Buda- 
Pesth Opera House with enormous success, and even now receives tempting offers 
to leave the synagogue for the stage. Prior to his appointment at the Buda-Pesth 
Temple, he was Oberkantor at the Odessa Great Synagogue, and filled a similar pcst 
subsequently at Sebastopol.

The Great Synagogue. 


The CHAIRMAN submitted a motion of the Executive Committee recommending 
the Council to sanction the election of a person to fill the office of First Reader of 
the Great Synagogue, at a commencing salary not exceeding £350 per annum, 
rising by a biennial increment of £15 toa maximum salary not exceeding £500 
per annum. 

The motion was agreed to and the Council decided to exten: the age limit in 
the case of Mr. I. L. Defries, Beadle. 


** Modern Finance."’ 


The CHAIRMAN, in submitting a motion relating toa grant of £150 to the 
Union of Religion Classes, drew attention to the fact that the resolution provided 
“that the source from which the money is to be paid shall be hereafter deter- 
mined.” This, he said, was strictly in accordance with the lines of modern 
tinance- per to incur obligations and afterwards discover how you are to meet 
them. (Laughter.) 

Mr. JOSEPH JACOHS said he desired to move asa rider to the resolution that 
no text-book should be issued by the Union without the consent of the Ecclesi- 
astical Authorities. He referred to the memorandum which had recently been 
published, and said that it was entirely opposed to traditional Judaism. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was a salutary practice at the Council that they 
never embarked on religious discussions. He was quite sure that, even though there 
was no Chief Rabbi, the constituted ecclesiastical anthorities would be on the yi 

re to stop any departure from traditional teaching at classes of the constituent 
synagogues. In any case, they could notadopt or reject a text book on the mere 
statement of a member of the Council. 

Mr. S. WALLACH explained that the Union had not issued any text-book. All 
that had happened was that the Supervisors had asked he thought unwisely~ for 
permission to submit a text-book which had not yet been published. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the Council agreed to the grant. 


The New Synagogue. 


Mr. FELIX: A. DAVIS, in submitting a series of recommendations of the 
Executive Committee relating to the re-erection of the New Synagogue on a free- 
hold site situate in Rookwood Road, Stamford Hill, reminded the Council that 
after many years of contest and disagreement the New Synagogue had been finally 
closed, he ventured to say, with more or less general consent, and now that it had 
been closed it remained for the Council to carry out its pledge that the New Syna- 
gogue should be re-erected in a situation where its past magnificent work might be 
resumed. A Sub-Committee of the Executive Committee had been appointed to 
consider the question of the site, and they had taken into their deliberations cer- 
tain representatives of the old New Synagogue. Two ed been suggested. 
One, very much at large, “in the East End of London,” and the other in the 
neighbourhood of Stamford Hill. They had weighed the pros and cons. of the two 
sites, and members of the Sub-Committee, assisted by members of the New 
Synagogue, had carefully looked at the site in Stamford Hill, which appeared to 
them to be highly desirable. For the moment he would not deal with the views 
which had induced the Sub-Committee and the Executive Committee to recommend 
that the New Synagogue should be erected in Stamford Hill; he would rather 
confine himself to the question of that site and district. The site was in 


AN IDEAL PLACE. 


On one side there was a fairly well-to-do population who had at the present time 
no adequate synagogue accommodation within a distance of two miles. The site 
was two miles from the nearest constituent synagogue of the United Synagogue. 
Beyond the site they came to South Tottenham, where there was a large working- 
class population, which, owing to the existence of two large factories in that neigh- 
bourhood, was continually on the increase, so that a great amount of good would 
be done. In the first place the proposed synagogue would supply the wants of a 
good residential neighbourhood, and secondly it would afford accommodation fora 
‘arge number of their poorer brethren, for whom they desired to provide oppor- 
tunities of public worship. In these districts there was no Federation Synagogue 
atall. The site was in every ae ideal gud site. They had been approached by 
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some two hundred residents of the superior class, and since this proposal had been 
on foot the Jewish inhabitants of South Tottenham, desirous of erecting a syna- 
gogue, had consented to join this particular synagogue. So that a synagogue 
erected on this particular site had every chance of success, and would be one of 
which the United Synagogue would have every reason to be prond. 


CERTAIN OPPOSITION TO THE SITE 


selected was threatened by at least two synagogues. These were the Stoke 
Newington and the Dalston Synagogues. South Hackney did not complain 
in the least. That Synagogue was full, and he believed that shortly an application 
would be made for its extension. The one most nearly affected was Stoke New- 
ington. The site was situated at least two miles from the Stoke Newington Syna- 
gogue and rather further from the Dalston. He pointed out that the Central and 
North London Synagogues, between which no one suggested competition, were 
only two miles apart; the Central and the St. John’s Wood Synagogues were 
separated by only 14 to two miles; and the distance between the Central and the 
New West End Synagogues was only 24 miles. Between the New West End and 
Bayswater Synagogue was only } of a mile; Bayswater and St. John’s Wood 14 
miles; Hampstead and St. John’s Wood 1} miles. That would give them some 
idea of what mileage was, measured on a Saturday morning. (Laughter). 
This was not the first time in the career of the United S ynagogue when a new 
synagogue had been opposed on the ground of mileage, and he did not suppose it 
would be the last. But could anyone say that Hampstead had done any harm to 
St. John’s Wood, yet these synagogues were only distant a mile and a quarter ” 
Had the Central or Bayswater done any harm to St. John’s Wood, Bayswater 
to the New West End, Brondesbury to Hampstead’? The opponents of the pro 
posed site therefore, did not make out a serious case on the ground of distance. 
He knew there was one precedent against him. (SIR ADOLPH Tuck: 


Hear, 
hear!) but he was not alarmed by that precedent. He thought it likely thatat first 
Stoke Newington would lose a certain number of members. He had 


been informed that some twenty-nine members of the Stoke Newington Synagogue 
would join the new synagogue. ( More!”) He would even make it thirty. 
(Laugbter.) But they should remember that Stoke Newington at present was 
full. Dalston, if it were a theatre, would have to exhibit

boards nearly every Saturday. ‘So there was no occasion for these synagogues to 
be alarmed, as he thought they could easily fill any lacun« that might be caused 
in their membership. If they were always to take too nice an account of 
distances, they would never build a new syragogue. It would be argued that if 
they were to sbift the site further away from these threatened buildings no harm 
would be forthcoming, but, as a matter of fact, no site which was so useful as the 
present one had been brought to their notice. And it was useful because on that 
particular site and no other could they meet the requirements of two different 
types of people and it badall the factors which would go to the making of a success- 
ful synagogue. here was the Anglicised type of resident in North London, those 
who were more blessed with worldly goods, more experienced in the management 
of synagogues and communal affairs, and there was the type of working people 
living in Tottenham, not so experienced, who would have the great advantage of 
mixing in communal attairs with the other members. On the other hand, he was 
told that if they planted the site in the centre of South Tottenham they would not 
be able to draw on the more prosperous district of Stamford Hill. Was it fair 
that the people resident in Stamford Hill should be forced to take these very long 
walks in order to arrive at their places of worship? He hoped that those who had 
thought of opposing the site would realise that it was for the benefit of the com- 
munity and withdraw their opposition. They bad an opportunity now of building 
a synagogue that would not be a burden on the other synagogues and would do a 
great deal of good in a neighbourhood in which there was no synagogal accommo- 
dation in existence. He now turned to the other question: Why should the 
synagogue not be erected in the East End of London? This was a point that 
exercised at least one member of that Council. When this matter was first 
mooted, he personally had been somewhat in favour of erecting a vast new “New” 
Sypagogue 
SOMEWHERE IN THE VAST EAST END 


of London-and had entered into a scheme on these lines. But mature reflection 
had convinced him and others that it would be a mistake once more to embark on 
a large scheme of bricks and mortar in the East End. They knew that the East 
End was very fairly well supplied with synagogue accommodation both by the 
United Synagogue and by the lederation, and, as far as they could judge, the 
type of synagogue which was run by the Federation appealed more strongly to 
the East End than any vast building which might be erected by the United Syna- 
gogue. He was not sure he knew the reason why. But there was a great deal 
more friendliness about a small synagogue and more opportunity for the members 
to take a share in the management of these bodies, and this appealed —quite 
properly--to a great many people. If they found the Federation meeting the 
religious requirements of the East End in that manner, why was it necessary for 
the United Synagogue to build a big synagogue which was not required except on 
the festivals’ On those days they could get a vast congregation in the East End 
~-witness the services which the. United Synagogue carried on on the Day of 
Atonement and the New Year, but on other days and at other times of the year 
the residents in the East End found room in the smaller synagogues of the Federa- 
tion. When they had been discussing the question of erecting a synagogue in the 
East End a synagogue had been opened by the Federation in Bethnal Green : later 
on another had been opened in Philpot Street. Personally he believed that by the 
erection of the Hambro’ and East London Synagogues and the foundation of the 
Jewish Institute, the United Synagogue had done all they ought to do in reason in 
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the way of bricks and mortar for the East End. He was not going to say that 
their duty to the East End ended there. There were 


SOME CRYING EVILS 


in the East End which he would be glad if the United Synagogue wogld endeavour 
to meet. There was the question of the education of the children (cheers), the 
question of the existence of gambling dens, and other evils which were a disgrace 
to the good name of Jewry. With that kind of thing they might in the future 
attempt to grapple; but he was perfectly certain that they could never grapple 
with them merely by brick and mortar schemes. He had no power or desire to 
give a pledge, but he declared that the United Synagogue wou'd be doing good if a 
portion of the revenue arising from the sale of the New Synagogue could be utilised 
for various purposes in the East End, and coping with the evils which they knew 
to exist. They could spend money on education, on providing Ministers to 
move about among the poor and so on. But to érect an empty shell 
would do little to mitigate any of the evils to which he had referred. 
He asked the Council not to fall in with the scheme of _ erect- 
ing a vew place of worship in the East End. After a good many 
years’ work they had closed the New Synagogue, he thought he might say 
with as little heart-burning and ill-feeling as could be expected. The members of 
the New Synagogue bad made a gallant fight for their old place of worship ; they 
had now taken off their armour and were co-operating with the Executive in 
the good work they were attempting to do. There was another synagogue which 
might soon conceivably be in a parlous condition. He referred to the Great 
Synagogue. The question of the continuance of the Great Synagogue might arise 
a few years hence, but he thought the love and affection they entertained for that 
cathedral pile of London Jewry would make them all endeavour to avert that day. 
They would materially assist in doing so if they did not place the New Synagogue 
in East London. The old New Synagogue had some 135 members resident in the 
East End of London, to whom the Great Synagogue was holding out a welcoming 
band, and their accession would do much to re-establish and strengthen that body. 
On the other hand, if, 


MISLED BY FALSE SENTIMENT, 


they rebuilt the New Synagogue in the East End, the present members of the New 
Synagogue would rejoin their own congregation, and they would have the Great 
Synagogue even more empty and the New Synagogue only partially full. That 
was another argament for not re-erecting the New Synagogue in the East End. 
He pointed out that the members of the New Synagogue had recommended the 
erection of the synagogue in the Stamford Hill district as an alternative to the 
East End. He begged the Council not to allow exaggerated fears as to possible 
damage to other synagogues to interfere with the great good that would eventuate 
if the resolutions he proposed were adopted. (Cheers.) 
The Claims of the East End. 

Dr. J. KLEIN moved as an amendment : 

That the best interests of. metropolitan Jewry at large and those of jthe United 
Synagogue in particular will be served by the re-building of the New Synagogue in the 
Kast End of London 
He declared that the figures given in the report of the Executive Committee as to 
the numbers likely to join or be served by the proposed new synagogue were 
fallacious. He had spent two days in Tottenham and Stamford Hill and had con- 
sulted rate collectors, sanitary inspectors and other officials, who all said that there 
were nothing like 800 Jewish children in these districts. He asserted that the 
“ better-class” Jews in the Stamford Hill district were largely bookmakers and 
betting men. (“Oh! oh!”") The people in Tottenham did not and would not go to 
synagogue, as they worked on Saturdays and would work eight days a week if they 
hadachance. He gave figures showing the number of residents in Stamford Hill 
who already belonged to constituent synagogues. (Mr. J. MELLER: Are they all 
betting men?) Lord Rothschild was in favour of a synagogue in the East End. 
He referred to a meeting of members of the New Synagogue who had protested 
against their representatives throwing over the East End project. He pointed 
out that the synagogues of the United Synagogue in the East End acted as 
Anglicising agencies, which those of the Federation did not. There was a site 
next door to the Vallance Road Infirmary 215 ft. wide and 230 ft. deep, and the 
Guardians would be only too pleased to get rid of it. (Laughter.) It was a large 
distance from any other synagogue and would serve avast population. He alluded 
to the activity of the missionaries and declared that the fair fame of Judaism in 
the East End would greatly suffer if the United Synagogue persisted in its wanton 
neglect of that district. 

Mr. S.J. SHONMAN seconded the amendment. 

Mr. JOSEPH MELLER, in opposing the amendment, attacked Dr. Klein for 
the part he bad taken in connection ‘with the recent meeting of members of the 
New Synagogue and the vote of censure on their representatives. The deeds of 
Joseph the Great in Egypt, he said, were nothing compared to those of Joseph 
Klein in Lon@on. (Loud laughter). He strongly supported the adoption of the 
site selected ere a synagogue would become a great asset to the United 
Synagogue. 

Mr. H. H. GORDON, L.C.C., criticised Dr. Klein's site for a synagogue in the 
East End. He drew attention to the fact that it was near the Dunk Street Syna- 
gogue, New Road Synagogue, and was within a mile of the Hambro and East 
London synagogues, as well as the Bethnal Green and Philpot Street synagogues 
belonging to the Federation. He reminded the Council that the dispersion of the 
East End community was rapidly going on, which made the desirability of build- 
ing &@ new synagogue in the East End more remote. He quite agreed that there 
was great need of more social work in the East End, and he hoped that the sale 
of the New Synagogue would enable them to cope with that need. 

Mr. S. B. RUBENSTEIN, in an amusing speech, opposed the amendment. He 
said that the estimate of the number of children in Tottenham had been based on 
a calculation which he had made. In his own street there was one man with 
twelve children and another with six. He had taken the number of families and 
given them two children apiece. (Laughter). The missionary evil was due to the 
poverty of the people attacked, and could be coped with, not by new synagogues, 
but by social methods. He pointed out that he had a forty minutes’ walk to reach 
the Stoke Newington Synagogue, and he could not induce his children to take it. 

A Scene. 

Mr. A. M. WARTSKI, who also opposed the amendment, opened his remarks 
by saying that he lid not take much notice of Dr. Klein, because he regarded him as 
one of those fussy, meddlesome (Loud cries of “ Order! ”) 

The CHAIRMAN : Those observations must be withdrawn. 

Mr. WARTSKI: Iam quite ready to withdraw them, because the impression 
will remain. 

- The CHAIRMAN: There must be an unconditional and unequivocal withdrawal. 


Mr. WARTSKI: Quite. Dr. Klein, he went on to say, professed an extensi 
knowledge of North London . . as ys 


Dr. KLEIN protested against the line Mr. Wartski was taking. 


The CHAIRMAN said it was not out of order to say that someone had an 
extensive knowledge. 


Dr. KLEIN: It’s not what he says; it’s the way he says it. (Laughter.)

The propoeals put forward by the Executiy, 
Committee were the first real step to the settlement of those differences whic! 
had so long existed between the New and the United Synagogue. He denied tha: 
the representatives of the New Synagogue had thrown over their members. The 
site, he contended, would give them the security of tenure, the permanency the, 
desired when they moved the New Synagogue to a new position. ‘There it wou): 
be able to carry on the traditions of the past and be a credit to its name and t 


the United Synagogue. 
The Chairman's Views. 


The CHAIRMAN congratulated those who had taken part in the debate on the 
earnestness which had characterised their remarks. He hoped the amendme)): 
would be rejected on its merits and not on account of some unfortunate observa 
tions made by Dr. Klein, who was a gentleman that above all others receive! 
indalgence from the Council ; and he very much regretted that in a letter addresse: 
to the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Dr. Klein had asserted that he was not listened to. 
that he did not have an opportunity to complain, and received no attention. Th. 
way in which his speech had been listened to that evening showed that this com. 
plaint was ill-foanded. He welcomed Mr. Gordon’s speech, and he hoped that j/ 
they did devise some scheme of social work in the East End, they would have thy 
advantage of his co-operation in bringing it to a successfal issue. The question of 
bailding a synagogue in the East End had been before the community for a lon, 
time. With the co-operation of the late Lord S waythling he had taken an active 
part in opposing a big East End scheme, and the question they had then had t. 
consider, as they now had to consider, was whether the East End was to be won 
over by the erection of synagogues, whether real spiritualising work could best be 
effected by bricks and mortar or by men. They could not afford to waste mone, 
They bad 

NOT AN UNLIMITED SUPPLY OF MONEY. 


They had a demand for synagogues in the outlying districtsof London. Informer 
times it had been generally supposed by those who had the United Synagogue 
under their control that the synagogues it would found would all be for the more 
or less well-to-do middle classes. The influx of people from foreign countries in 
the last twenty years had to a large extent changed all that, and the United 
Synagogue must in the future be prepared to establish synagogues in districts in 
habited by persons of the poorer classes, and they had not to consider the well-to-do 
exclasively, but also those who were not so well able to contribute to the expenses. 
There were two districts crying for synagogue accommodation. One was 
North London, and the other in the far. South, Dulwich. The 
Jewish population was dispersing from the East End, and large congrega 
tions were growing in these outlying districts. Unless they started focusses 
in these districts, they would have the same complaints of insufficient assistance 
as were now made in regard to the East End. Dr. Klein presumed—-he ventured 
to call it a presumption—to speak for Lord Rothschild. He did not know whether 
Lord Rothschild had asked him to speakfor him. (Laughter.) But he had never 
heard Lord Rothschild advocate a big synagogue in the East End except as part 
of, and in conjunction with, an East End scheme. The United Synagogue had 
started an East End scheme. They had built the Jewish Institute, which was 
doing good work. It required further organisation; it required further persona! 
assistance both from the clergy and the laity for the purpose of promoting the 
evangelisation (laughter)—they knew what he meant-——of the East End. He had 
not heard a single real argument in favour of building more synagogues in the 
East End. He showed that there were a very large number of synagogues near 
the site recommended by Dr. Klein. What was the object of building a synagogue 
in a district already so crowded ? Ample provision was made for the high festivals. 
They had a limited fund at their disposal from the anticipated sale of the New 
Synagogue, and the calls upon it would be very numerous. It was

in the life-time of the institution, and they onght to expend it in the foundation 
of synagogues in the outlying districts. There had been something in the nature 
of a whip in favour of selecting a site further towards Tottenham. He hoped that 
those who were opposed to the site suggested would nevertheless not support Dr. 
Klein’s amendment. It would not be cricket. They were against the proposed 
site, but against it for an entirely different reason. Even if Dr. Klein’s amend- 
ment were carried they would have to consider the question of founding a syna- 
gague in North London because the Honorary Officers were fully convinced that 
the need existed. They had come to the deliberate conclusion that it would not 
be wise in the interests of the institution as a whole to found the synagogue in the 
East End, and, acting in conjunction with the representatives of the New Syna 
gogue, they askgfl the Council to endorse the course proposed and to reject Dr. 
Klein’s amendment. (Cheers.) 

After some remarks by Mr. ABRAHAM DAVIS opposing the amendment, which 
were listened to with great impatience by the Council, a vote was taken and the 
amendment was rejected by an overwhelming majority, only four voting in its 
favour. 

Dr. KLEIN: May my vote be recorded on the minutes ? 

The CHAIRMAN: Neither yours nor anybody else’s. 


Another Site Suggested. 


Mr. M. STEPHANY moved the following amendment :— 

That the report of the Executive Committee, dated November 12th, 1911, 

recommending that a site for the re-erection of the New Synagogue be acquired in Kook- 
wood Road, Stamford Hill, be referred back to the Committee with instructions to select 
and report upon a site nearer South Tottenham, at least half a mile from the site pro 
posed to be purchased. 
He said he hoped the Council would give him credit for knowing some- 
thing of the community (hear, hear), and he asserted that the figure of 800 
children not receiving religious education in the ttenham district was a gross 
exaggeration. The site proposed was just on the Dérder line of Stamford Hill and 
Stoke Newington, and its erection there would gravely affect the Stoke Newington 
Synagogue. It was contended that if the synagogue were put in Tottenham it could 
not be financially successful, but he suggested that part of the money realised by the 
sale of the existing New Synagogue should be used as an endowment. The syna- 
gogue, if erected on the site proposed, would take at least 100 members away 
from Stoke Newington, and make a difference of £400 per annum to that 
institution. 

Mr. J. SCHIER seconded the amendment, which was supported by Mr. H. 
GOODMAN. 

On the motion of Mr. A. L. LONDON, the débate was adjourned.

MOSES (I.). 


‘And Moses was feeding the flock of Jethro, his father-in-law. the priest of 
Vidian. and he led his flock behind the desert, and came to the mountain of God. ¢. 
lorehb.—Exodus ut.. 1. 


To the superficial reader there may appear something incongruous in the 
‘reumstance that Moses should have been called to the high mission of 
nancipating his people from bondage at a time when he was serving in the 

yumble capacity of a shepherd. Indeed all the previous stages of his career 
em to have been as little fitted to develop the patriot and lawgiver as was 
‘s occupation under Jethro. From his very birth he was surrounded by 
iangers of no ordinary magnitude. From no spirit of hope, it would seem, but 
itof sheer despair of being able to rescue the child alive from the barbarous 
lict of Pharaoh, he was cradled among the reeds which fringe the Nile, and 
‘hus exposed to a thousand chances of death. Should a Hebrew have found 
ne child, how dared he preserve it when even its own mother had been com- 
led to refuse it the shelter of ahome. Should it have been discovered by 

n Egyptian its fate was only too probable. Yet more terrible still was the danger 
‘o be apprehended from the crocodile, which makes its furtive bed among 
ne flags of the river. Again, the least gust of wind or swell of the tide was 
kely to sweep away the frail bark with its precious burden into the river. 


\nd should the child have escaped these perils, and remained  undis- 
turbed for any length of tige, it must needs have perished from 
posure and want of food. So we may picture the wretched mother, 


.fter she had deposited her child at the water's edge, fleeing from the spot 
‘ith the same words upon her lips which another desolate mother before her 
had uttered: “ Let me not see the death of my child.” 
lisposes it that the child is saved, and,that

hecomes his home. But nothing can be imagined less favourable to the 
levelopment of sympathetic relations between Moses and his degraded 
brethren than the royal splendour in which his youth is spent—unless it be 
his subsequent banishment from the scene of their sufferings and his adoption 
nto the family of the priest of Midian. In this state of helpless exile it 
cems likely that all thought of his people, and certainly all hope of being able 
to ameliorate their condition would be finally extinguished, and that he would 
resign himself, contentedly or disconsolately, to the obscure life of a shepherd. 
lhut looking at these adverse circumstances more closely, it is seen how 
marvellously they are combined and made to contribute each its appropriate 
and beneficial element to the shaping of the subsequent career of Israel's law- 
giver. His life in the court of Egypt, then the most civilised country in the 
world, must have afforded him an education in the arts and sciences of the 
age indispensable to one who was to become the emancipator of his people 
ind the resourceful leader of undisciplined hosts. Such a training would 
serve him in after life in a variety of ways. It would enable him to meet 
the priests and magicians of Egypt on their own ground, and to confront 
them with their own weapons. It would inspire him with the courage and 
‘ofty demeanour usually found associated with high birth and courtly breeding. 
tie would thus be naturally qualified to stand before kings, and to demand 
that reverence from the Israelites which they would be loth to accord to one 
brought up among themselves, and which they would certainly grudge toa 
‘eader who was not one of themselves. He was educated in the House of 
Seti, the greatest university of his time. Taught by the wisest teachers of his 
ige, he had at his command the great consulting libraries of the Ramesseum 
of Thebes. But considered by itself, the training he enjoyed would have 
been the reverse of favourable to the formation of his character. Left entirel) 
to his royal surroundings, he would have imbibed the false theology of his 
pagan instructors. It was necessary that other influences should be brought 
to bear upon his youth which would counteract the pernicious tendencies of a 
heathen environment. Events were so disposed that

became his nurse. We may feel assured that she did not fail in her duty of 
instructing him in the articles of his faith, of rehearsing to him the traditions 
of his fathers. She would tell him that the bondage under which they were 
suffering had been predicted to the Patriarchs hundreds of years before, and 
she would dwell on the promises of deliverance with which these predictions 
had been accompanied. Thus she would instil into his youthful mind senti- 
‘nents of love and commiseration for his people, and she would lay the precious 
eed of religious instruction destined in after years to bear such wonderful 
‘cult. The same idea is admirably expressed by Schiller in his “ Die Sendung 
\loses.” He says: ‘‘An Egyptian by birth would have lacked the requisite 
patriotic impulse, the natural interest for the Hebrews, to attempt their 
deliverance. A mere Hebrew, on the other hand, would, under his oppression 
and thraldom, scarcely have had the energy and courage indispensable for 
uch an arduous undertaking. What device, therefore, did Providence choose ? 
't selected an Israelite but withdrew him in his early infancy from the miseries 
of his people, and enabled him to store his mind with all the treasures of 
gyptian wisdom. Thus the Hebrew, brought up as an Egyptian, became 
the instrument by which that nation was redeemed from its slavery.” Even 
the uneventful life he led in Midian as a shepherd contributed to the same 
end, Shut out from the busy world, communicating chiefly with the mute sur- 
roundings of nature, his mind was free to brood over the sorrows of his people 
and to mature those schemes for their emancipation which he had probably 
never abandoned. And that he had not forgotten his native land during 
his exile, that his heart still yearned to be re-united to the people from whom he 
had sprung, may be inferred from the names he gave to the children born to 
him in Midian: Gershom—"“ For I have been a stranger in a strange land” ; 
liezer—“ For the God of my father has been my help.” Specially awe- 
inspiring and conducive to solemn reflection must have been the wild scenery 
amid which the intermediate stage of his life was passed. ll travellers in 
the Sinaitic peninsular have borne testimony to the rugged grandeur of this 
region. “If I had to represent the end of the world,” says one, “I would 
model it from Mount Sinai. It would seem as if Arabia Petrea had been an 
ocean of lava, and that while its waves were running literally mountains high, 
it Was commanded suddenly to stand still.” “The peculiar style of sublime

and savage grandeur in this region,” writes another, “is certainly unequalled 
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by anything I ever saw. It is like a sea of boiling lava, suddenly congealed, 


and rising into a confused chaos of abrupt and lofty pinnacles.” In spite of 
the awful desolation which this mountainous region presents, the valleys in it 
abound in 

Excellent Pasture Grounds. 


In the light of these facts we can understand why, as we are told in the 
text, Moses led his flocks away from the sterile desert and into one of the 
fertile valleys which intersect the rocky neighbourhood of Horeb. During his 
residence in the wilderness he must, moreover, have acquired accurate infor- 
mation of the topography of the district and its natural resources. It is 
needless to say how serviceable this knowledge proved to him when he came 
to lead his people through the same parts. Yet for all this, Moses in Midian 
seems an instance of the highest gifts thrown uselessly away. Is this, we 
ask in surprise, the only use God can find for a man so richly gifted, so 
remarkably preserved, on whom have been lavished all the treasures of 
Egypt's wisdom ? Any ordinary man might be a shepherd, but how few 
could do the work of Moses! Moses himself, in the meditations of these forty 
years, must often have wondered at the strange irony of his fate. But a little 
reflection will show that his rustic life at this period was in many ways 
adapted to call forth those qualities of heart and mind on which depended the 
successful achievement of the task he was to undertake. Watchfulness, skill, 
caution, self-reliance, bravery, endurance, and most of all, tenderness, had 
their use even in the obscurity of a sheep-cot. Is not all history replete with 
examples of men who, like Moses and David, have been promoted from humble 
service to high and responsible station? Such advancement has, in every 
case, been earned by conscientious application to the lowly duty. In the 
words of the Midrash on this passage: “God never exalts a man till He has 
first tried him in smal] things.” [OP W BIN AP PA 
The recognition that all work, even the meanest, is performed under the all- 
vigilant eye of Providence, is the secret motive power of a man’s elevation. 
So we may feel assured that even during this apparently 


Aimless Period of his Life 


Moses was giving evidence of virtues and talents which singled him out as the 
most fitting leader of God's people. The idea is happily illustrated in the 
familiar story of the Midrash with which we conclude this first discourse on 
Moses. It happened that while he was tending his father-in-law’s flocks, a 
lambkin strayed from the fold. He went in search of it. At length he came 
to a stream, where he discovered the missing one quenching its thirst. Full 
of compassion for its mute helplessness, and half blaming himself for not 
having anticipated its wants, he exclaimed: “Had I known that thou wast 
thirsty, thou shouldst not have had so far to go. I fear thy long and heated 
journey hath tired thee.’’ And with pathetic tenderness he caught the little 
creature in his arms and carried it back to the fold. Then said the Holy One, 
blessed be He: “If thou art so tender towards a dumb animal which cannot 
make its wants known, surelt thou wilt prove a merciful leader of My flock.” 
And forthwith, as the Scriptural narrative indicates, God appeared to Moses 


in the burning bush and committed to him the ‘task of liberating Israel. 
(Shemoth Rabba, ch. ii.) 


The Authorised Prayer Book. 
Why Omit the Creeds ? 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—In your valuable issue of January 5th there is an epistle by Mr. H. J. 
Kisch, wherein that gentleman states: ‘The Thirteen Creeds have never been 
sanctioned by a supreme authority for Judaism. It is only through the whim of a 
printer or editor that they have obtained insertion in the Jewish Prayer Book.” 
To say the least that statement is inaccurate. The first translation from R. 
Maimon’s Arabic into Hebrew was done by the direction of the famous Halachist 
R. Solomon Ben Adret. an acknowledged autbority of international repute. The 
transcription from the Misnahic Commentary unto the Sidoor and the special 
wording were arranged by Rabbi A. Bigdor, of Isenstein, undoubtedly by the 
‘‘ Haskomat '’ of the leading lights of those days Cc. 5,570, for at that time no 
additions in our Liturgy could be made without the sanction of the ** Gdoli 
Hador.” The Instituter himself was a Sopher who popularised our Liturgy. If 
Mr. Kisch and his colleagues wish so to do, let him take every creed separately 
and give the arguments »ro or con., and the Jewish public will decide ope way or 
the other. But before that is done, I do ask for the sake of our Torah and truth, 
as the creeds have been accepted all over Israel in so far that even in the present 
Kol Bo which was printed under the supervision of tie late Chief Rabbi Rabinowitz, 
of Jerusalem, it is also inserted—-Why omit the creeds3?

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH RABBI DR. T. LEWENSTEIN, OF COPENHAGEN. 


OME time ago a writer in the columns of the JEWISH CHRONICLE referred 
to intermarriage as our problem of problems, and considerable comment, 
by way of correspondence, upon the question supervened. If the present 
writer be not mistaken, the late Chief Rabbi devoted a sermon to the 
subject at the time it was being discussed in this journal. That the 

question is not a local one, confined in any sense to Anglo-Jewry, was well under- 
stood. But there seemed to be a general opinion that the urgency of the matter 
was greatest here and in America because it was 
supposed that intermarriage between Jews and 
Christians was most prevalent amongst our 
brothers and sisters of English-speaking coun- 
tries. How far France and Germany, among 
continental Jewries, were immune from a prac- 
tice which, if persisted in in any Jewry 
must, in the long run, destroy it, did not 
come to light in any prominence when the sub- 
ject was debated, and it is, therefore, interesting 
to know that in one part of the Continent, In 
northern Denmark, the intermarriage question 
has for several years been soserious as recently to 
have been the immediate cause of a Rabbinical 
crisis, from the throes of which our brethren in 
the land of the Jutes have not yet emerged. 
Rabbi Dr. Lewenstein who, till recently, had 
charge spiritually in Denmark, set himself, it 
would appear, to do what in him lay to rid the 
community of the assimilative curse of inter- 
marriage, and in doing so he has had to encounter a 
very disagreeable state of affairs. Dr. Lewen- 
stein isa Rabbi of no mean attainments, having 
at one time been Chief Rabbi of the Northern South-Holland with his seat at the 
Hague, and previously over Friesland with his seat at Leeuwarden. His father was 
Chief Rabbi in the Dutch West Indies, where Dr. Lewenstein was born forty- 
seven years ago. He left the Indies when but two years old, and studied in 
Amsterdam and Berlin, and spent some time in Russia. As adisciple of Chief Rabbi 
Dr. Diinner he received his first rabbinic degree at Amsterdam. The second 
rabbinic degree was -onferred upon him by Drs. Hildesheimer and Hoffmann, of 
Berlin, and he became Chief Rabbi in Copenhagen in 1903. To a representative 
of the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Dr. Lewenstein explained how the “ problem of 
problems” encountered him in Denmark. 

“That the problem is one of the gravest urgency in Copenhagen,” said Dr. 
Lewenstein, “1 can quite easily show you. Twenty vears ago the Jewish popn- 
lation of Copenhagen was about 4.000. To-day it is (not taking into account the 
immigration of Russian Jews) about 3,500, notwithstanding the fact that there 
has been an immigration accountable for an addition to the Jewish population of at 
least 1,000. Now. it would not require any very elaborate calculation to show 
how soon at this rate the Copenhagen community would be wiped out entirely, 
as has been the case in several other communities. What we find in Copenhagen 
has indisputably been the result of intermarriage, and I was determined to set my 
face against it and thus stay the gradual destruction of Copenhagen Jewry that 
was in progress. 

But we are all for non-intermarriage ? 

* That may be so, but I found that in Copenhagen there was, so to say, not a 
single Jewish family that was not in some way or other connected by marriage 
with non-Jews, and the chief reason for this must be sought for in the fact that 
encouragement was given to intermarriages by the admission of Christian women 
into Judaism for the purpose of marriage. ee" 

Surely discouragement carried too far would mean the loss of the Jewish 
partner to the marriage even if encouragement did not mean the gaining to Judaism 
of the Christian one? 

“That I regard as a cardinal error. We Jews have no right, in the first 
place, to look for quantity among our adherents, but to quality; and my experience 
teaches me that, with some notab'e exceptions, proselytes on account of marriage 
are in the quality of their Judaism, the poorest of poor stuff. With the result 
that we draw into our Community an element not only weak in itself, but an 
assuredly weakening element among born Jews and Jewesses.” 

Will you elaborate that ? 

_ “IT could give you if necessary scores of instances, showing how the under- 
mining process works. For exagple,I know in Copenhagen a family that was 
loyal to Judaism, and generally observant. Then one of the sons married a 
Christian who was “admitted " a Jewess for the purpose of the union. The lady 
was @ very intellectual person of strong character, and without any more .than 
passive influence on her part there was a weakening in the Jewish pragfice of the 
family. . You see they trimmed down to her standard of Judaism. and ten one by 
one Jewish practices went by the board. Need I say the damage of this sort of 
thing does not stop at the families immediately concerned. Young Jews seeing 
this state of affairs become, in the course of time, so lax and careless that they 
cease to care about Jewish homes, and enter upon intermarriages without even 
desiring the admission of their fature wives, looking upon the admission as a mere 
matter of useless form, which it actually came to be. So the evil spreads in a 
constantly widening circle, and one intermarriage may be the cause of an exten- 
sive lapsing from Judaism.” 

But only the practices—the rites and the ceremonies ? 

“They go first, bat so surely as the nut will perish with its shell broken, so 
surely will Judaism perish when Jewish practices, the rites and the ceremonies of 
our faith are shattered. It is easy to argue about a philosophical Judaism or an 
ethical Judaism or a Judaism of a belief. To imagine these can exist permanently 
without our rites and our practices is a delusion a thousand times proven. With 
them you can have the philosophy, the ethics and the belief—nay, in practically 
every case you will have them. Without them Judaism in any form is an impos- 
sibility. You can have philosophy and ethics and belief, but they will not be 
Jewish—at least, not for very long without our rites and ceremonies.” 

_ Buppose, Rabbi, a would-be convert to Judaism determines to carry out Jewish 
rites and practices ? 

[know what you are going to say,” interrupted Dr. Lewenstein, “I have had 
the plea placed before me on more than oneoccasion. The argument is that a con- 
vert who carries out our rites and practices will become a Jew or a Jewess actually 
and not merely by name. And that is exactly the moral of my argument. But 
when I hear that promise made to me I have to consider the circumstances in 
which it is made. Iam not so ignorant of human nature as to be unable to 
appreciate the value of a promise made under the spell of love passion yearning to 
be consummated in marriage. But as Rabbi, as a guardian of the ramparts of 
our faith, I have to look a little further than mere li promise. See here,”

“There is much fallacy in that plea” declared the Rabbi. ‘Let me give \: 
some facts. Between the years 1880-1905, there were in Copenhagen contracte |! 
395 purely Jewish marriages and as many gs 272 mixed marriages. Of 21% of thy 
mixed marriages 147 were those in which the husband was born a Jew an! 
71, where the wife was born a Jewess. Now mark the result in the child 
ren. To these marriages were born 345 children, and, except 61, all (that 
284) belong to the Established Church. But among the 284 baptised children ther 
are at least some 6() children born of Jewish mothers, and who therefore in realit 
have been snatched away from Judaism. Tor of course, the offspring of a Jewis!: 
mother, though she lives in mixed marriage, is Jewish. Now a distinct provision 
of the Danish law of 1851 declares that parents who contract mixed marriag: 
may determine the religion in which the children to be born of such marria 
shall be brought up. The number of Jews who, in the 147 cases I have quoted 
have demanded that before marriage their future wives should become proselyt: 
to Judaism so that their children should be regarded as born Jews, is, compare: 
with those who have not troubled about the matter, quite inconsiderable. [nde: 
in later vears the proportion has been less and less, while the percentage of th 
mixed marriages between the years 1880 and 1{05 has gradually risen from 4! t 
60 per cent.” 

Verhaps this is to be attributed to the discouragement to proselytism that ha 
been prevalent, and the difficulties that bave been put in the way of those wh 
wished to regularize their mixed marriages ’ 

“Nothing of the sort. Here in Copenhagen quite the contrary, there bas been 
no shutting of the door against those who desired to preserve their children t 
Judaism. But the fact is that gradually Jews came no longer to clestre to ava 
themselves of the open door left them so that their children should be Jewish 
On the other hand the cases of Jewish mothers living in mixed marriage—w) 
notwithstanding, as well as their children, belong to the community -who hav: 
been gailty of surrendering their Jewish offspring to Christianity have beep con 
siderably on the increase. lor my own part lam convinced that if the door ha: 
not been kept so wile open to proselytes, allowing all and sundry to ente 
Judaism without question on our part, or religious conviction on theirs, we shou! 
not be faced with the mischief that children of Christian mothers, though no’ 
admitted as proselytes, are believed to be Jews merely because the father when 
contracting the marriage resolved that the children should be brought up as Jews. 
This is claimed asa right under Danish law, but of course no law of Denmar> 
forces such a state of affairs on the community.” 

And I understand the difficulty regarding the children of these mixed marriag: 
projected the crisis in the Copenhagen community ? 

“ Yes, that was so—or at least it entered very largely into the question. Yo 
see, as I have already mentioned —and I should like to explain the matter in mor: 
detail--the Danish law allows parents who live in mixed marriage, say a Jew and 
a Christian, to decide that their children can be brought up in the Jewish religion. 
But this cannot, by any reasonable construction, mean that such children, if born 
of Christian mothers, are to be summarily admitted and acknowledged as Jews 
This would, of course, be equivalent to religious intolerance and a restraint of 
matters religious. For, according to Jewish law, I need scarcely point out, the 
child of a non-Jewish mother, even if the father of the child be a Jew, must be 
deemed a non-Jew. And nothing lies further from the intention of the Danish 
Government than to use compulsion in matters of religion. However, as I have 
already indicated, many Jewish fathers have in the last few decades believed, that 
their children, born of Christian mothers, must sans facon be acknowledged as 
Jews, providing they, at the time of marriage, had thus resolved. Now, all 
children in Denmark must, between the age of thirteen and seventeen, by law 
(which is equally binding on Jews) be confirmed—that is to say, they must, after 
previous tuition, ‘confirm their faith,’ and it was expected of me that I should 


va 


confirm children of Christian mothers, who had never been admitted into Judaism.. 


This could, of course, be done only in case I beforehand had admitted these 
children into Judaism with the proper ritual function.” 


This was certainly an awkward situation ? . 

“Nay! it presented an absolutely crazy condition of affairs. Think 4 
moment! On the one hand the children of Jewish mothers are violently torn 
away from Judaism; on the other hand, the children of non-Jewish mothers are 
to be as violently inducted into Judaism. And whata Judaism! Do you suppose 
the child thus to be admitted into Judaism would, in the house of the parents, see 
a Jewish home, would keep the Sabbath holy and observe the dietary laws’ 
Nothing of the kind. A complete religious Nihilism prevails in such homes. How 
can it be otherwise? Why, many atime in the same home the parents have 
elected that the boys are to be brought up as Jews, and the girls as Christians, 
or vice versa. That was the state of affairs I had to face.” 

What did you do? 

“I refused to admit such children into Judaism unless I had some guarantees 
that they could live as Jews. For what can be more against the spirit of 
Judaism than to receive proselytes of whom we beforehand know that they will 
never attempt to observe the fundamental precepts of our religion? However, I was 
not deaf to urgent representations made to me to take into consideration the fact that 
the parents of such children in the last few decades had consciously no mis- 

vings as to the insufficiency, according to the Jewish law, of their decision to 
eclare their children as Jews.” 


Then you found a way out—I presume on the score of the situation having 
been brought about by ignorance of Jewish law ? 
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“Well, upon the understanding that in future measures were to be taken 
by which such an illegal and utterly wrong conception of Jewish requirements 
should no longer subsist, and particularly the rigid conditions which in future 
were to be attached to intermarriages, so that a diminution of them might be 
hoped for, were naturally points for gravest consideration. I therefore placed 
mvself into communication with Rabbi Dr. Hoffmann, of Berlin, and the late 
Rabbi Dr. Diinner, of Amsterdam, Rabbi Hirsch Rabbinowitz, of Kovno. and 
Rabbi Hirsch, of Hamburg, on the question. Although Dr. Diianer could not 
agree with me on the point of the reception into Judaism of the children of 


Christian mothers, the three other Rabbis, whom I consulted, conformed to mv | 


representations and arguments. In consequence I at once declared myself ready 
without any further condition by means of the outward, merely ritual act of 
admittance, to incorporate into the Jewish fold the fifty children who had been 
horn of Christian mothers during the last sevanteen years.” 

And was this done’ \ 

“No. I am sorry to say this ‘way out,’ as you term it, was not acted 
upon and the community was not willing to defer to the extent I suggested to 
traditional law. 1am afraid the spirit which was the cause of the trouble had 
sone too far-—-a warning this to other communities where intermarriage is con- 
iderable or where proselytes are admitted merely for the purposes of marriage.” 

“You ask me the remedy for the state of affairs,” said Dr. Lewenstein. in 
conclusion. “I can only point to one thing—Jewish Education. I know this just 
now is a keen question in Auglo-Jewry, for I have read the articles that have 
appeared in the JEWISH CHRONICLE on ‘Our Abandoned Children.’” Dr. 
Lewenstein, it may be observed here, is conversant with English among many 
ther languages, and is a constant reader of this journal. ‘ /ducate, educate, is 
nv advice,” cried Dr. Lewenstein, “indeed, if you have in London as many as 
10,000 Jewish children religiously untaught you require teachers far more 
irgently than you do a Chief Rabbi. For the root of all evil is and remains 
morance. The deeper the knowledge of Judaism, the greater the possibility of 
being able to work with some hope of success so as to prevent the dissolution of 
lewish communities, with which we are threatened, by the prevalence of inter 
marriages in one form or another. It is a false view df liberalism of spirit that 
vill sacrifice the security and the honour and the well-being of Jewry to a fear 
f being considered too rigid or even retrogressive. For our own sakes as Jews we 
must see to it that we do not admit into our midst those who are sc <ertain to 
become enemies of Jewish solidarity and Jewish progress—the proselyte pour les 

nanees. Only the sincere convert to Judaism, who by his, or her, life has 
proved his sincerity, ought we to receive”*In any other course lies the gravest 
langer to the future of Jewry.’ 


Death of Mr. Justice H. E. Cohen. 


MEMOIR. 


We regret to report the death of the Hon. Justice H. E. Cohen, Judge of the 
Supreme Court of New South Wales. Justice Cohen bad been granted six months’ 
leave of absence, which he spent in England and 
on the Continent, and he was returning to 
Australia on board the North German Lloyd 
liner “Ik riedrich der Grosse,” when, according 
to a wireléss message from that vessel, he died 
suddenly. During his stay in London Justice 
Coben addressed more than one communal 
gathering and he seemed to be in the possession 
of full health and vigour, and the news of his 
death .will have come as a great shock to his 
many friends in this country, as it doubtless 
will to the large circle of his admirers in the 
Commonwealth. 


Henry Emanuel Cohen was born at Port 
Macquarie, New South Wales, on December Ist, 
1840, bis father being the late Mr. Abraham 
Cohen, of Sydney, and previously of Brighton, 
where his brother, Levy Emanuel (ohen, edited 
the Jirighton t:uardian. Justice Coben was 
educate at private schools in Sydney and 
Goulbourn, New South Wales, and from 1856 to 1868 he was engaged in mercantile 
pursuits, first with the firm of David Cohen and Co. in West Maitland, and then 
with one of his brothers in Bathurst. In the latter year he decided to devote 
hingself to law and he proceeded to London for the purpose of reading for the Bar. 
lidWvas called to the Bar by the Middle Temple in 1471, and in the same year was 
called to the Bar of New South Wales. He soon made a name for himself at the Bar 
and was frequently employed as Crown Prosecutor, especially in cases involving 
the investigation of accounts, for which bis early training and bent of mind 
specially fitted him. In 1875 he was returned Member for West Maitland 
to the Legislative Assembly of New South Wales, and he retained his seat 
till Iks80. On the formation of the l’arnell Ministry in 1877, he was given the 
portfolio of Colonial Treasurer. In 1883, under the Stuart Ministry, he was 
tnade Minister of Justice, a post which he filled with much distinction till 
the Ministry went out of office in 1885, when he retired from political life, declin- 
‘ng nomination tothe Legislative Council. During the interval between 1880 and 
'ss3, when he was not in Parliament, he sat on the Bench as District Court 
Judge for the Metropolitan and Hunter District of New South Wales, having in 
‘S80, for personal reasons, declined the honour of being nominated for the Speaker 
ship of the Chamber. In 1895, he was appointed Acting Judge of the Supreme 
‘ourt of New South Wales and received permanent appointment to that Court in 
‘S46. In 1910, Justice Cohen was appointed President of a Government Com. 
mission to inquire into and report upon the sugar industry, which is of great 
mportance for Australia. For various reasons, the work of the Commission was 
not proceeded with. He was the first President of the Industrial Arbitration 
Court of New South Wales. Asa Judge, Justice Cohen was distinguished by his 
patience and commonsense and the dignity with which he invested his high office. 

Amid all the absorbing duties which his political and judicial work imposed 
upon him, Justice Cohen found time to take a practical and active interest in 
communal affairs. For nearly forty years he was a member of the Board of the 
Sydney Great Synagogue, of which he was President from 1834 to 1886. He was 
&* member of the Committees of the Montefiore Home and the Sydney Jewieh 
Education Board. He was President of the Sydney Branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, having previously held the office of Treasurer. He once wrote: “I 
may, perhaps, be permitted to say that whatever success I may have achieved 
under Providence has only accentuated my love for my people, and taught me that 
the self-respecting Jew is respected by Jew and Gentile, and need not, as he should 
not, weaken in broad fealty to his God-given, time-honoured faith.” He was 
interested also in public work. He was Chairman since its inception of the Board 
of Management A the Hospital Saturday Fund, and was at one time Chairman of 
the Pablic School Board for the East Sydney district. On the occasion of his 
Sseventieth birthday in 1910, the Sydney Hebrew Congregation presented him with 
his portrait, which is hung in the Sydney Nationa! Gallery. 
ies Justice Cohen married in 1884 Fri. Sophie Frank, of Hildesheim, who survives 
the last two years. The younger son, who had aceompanied his father on his Euro- 
pean trip, is a law student of Sydney University, where he bas had a brilliant caree

The Chief Rabbinate. 
The Conference of Synagogue Delegates. 
ATTITUDE OF JEWISH MINISTERS. 


In conformity with the resolution adopted by the Council of the United 
Synagogue on November 7th last, and printed in our issue of the 10th of that 
month, a conference will assemble next Sunday in the Wharncliffe Rooms of the 


Hotel Great Central, to consider the duties and emoluments of the office of Chief 
Rabbi and the mode of election, and all details connected therewith. The 
members of the Conference will comprise the Executive Committee of the United 
Synagogue (consisting of the Wardens of the constituent synagogues and the 
Honorary (tlicers of the United Synagogue and delevates from other 
bodies in the United Kingdom contributing to the maintenance of the office of 
Chief Rabbi. 

For the information of the delegates, Mr. P. Ornstien, the Secretary of the 
United Synagogue, has circulated among them a Memorandum which embodies a 
considerable portion of the particulars given by Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C., when 
moving at the Council the resolution convening the Conference. 

The Memorandum commences by citing the resolution itself; Clause 5 of the 
Schedale tothe United Synagogue Act, setting forth the objects of the institution. 
which includes “the contributing with other Jewish bodies to the maintenance of 
a Chief Rabbi and of other ecclesiastical persons”; and Clause 9 of the Deed of 
foundation and Trust on the basis of which the Conference has been summoned. 
The exclusion of the Colonial congregations from the present Conference and the 
reason therefore are mentioned. The Memorandum then reproduces passages from 
the report of a previous Conference, constituted in a manner similar to the present 
one, which was adopted by the Council, as to the duties of the Chief Rabbi, and on 
this point it states : 

It is obvious that the weight of the duties appertaining to the office has become far 
more burdensome than was the case in 1890. ‘The Jewish population has increased, the 
field for the activities of the Chief Kabbinate has become wider, and its responsibilities 
greater. Tere are continually new claims upon the attention of the ecclesiastical 
representative of the great majority of the Jews of the Empire. The reorganisation of 
the London Beth Din which has taken place under the direction of the United Syna 
nogue, doubtless materially helped the late Chief Rabbi in the performance of his daties, 
but it is felt in some quarters that the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler had, nevertheless, more 
work put upon him than even he, with all his energy, could properly discharge. The 
Conference will be aware that suggestions have been made with a view of obtaining 
greater devolation in the labours of the Rabbinate and will probably think it well to 
conside r some of these proposals 

The delegates are informed that the salary and emoluments of the Chief Rabbi, 
amounting to £2,000 per annum were in the past provided by subscriptions from 
contributing synagogues, amounting to £27 per annum; by marriage and other 
fees from non-constituent synagogues, amounting to £150) per annum ; by a special 
donation of £250 from Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons: and the balance from 
the general account of the United Synagogue. The Chief Rabbi bore out of his 
salary the cost of maintaining a Secretary, whose remuneration is £21) a year. 
The Memorandum goes on to say that “the Conference will have to consider 
whether it would be possible to devise a scheme whereby the whole, or, at any 
rate, the bulk of the Jewish congregations, for whom the services of the Rabbinate 
are available, could be induced to contribute in proportion to their means towards 
the expenses of the office.” 

The Memorandum concludes by reproducing the resolutions adopted in 1x0, 
which defined the voting powers of delegates in accordance with the amount con- 
tributed by the congregations they represented, as well as the salary and duties of 
the Chief Rabbi, one of the duties being that he “shall on no account denounce 
OV (anathema) against any person, nor shall he deprive any member of his 
religious rights.” He shall also “ initiate and carry on a regular system of visitation 
to several provincial congregations, and shall, when required, perform the cere- 
mony of marriage for members of the metropolitan synagogues under his jurisdic- 
tion. In the event of there being more than one application for his services on the 
same day and hour, he shall comply with the requests made according to priority 
of application.” 

As already stated in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Lord Rothschild, who will 
preside over the Conference, will entertain the delegates at luncheon during the 
midday adjournment.

The Chief Rabbi's Fund. 
> 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Srir,—I have been recently analysing the contributions to the Chief Rabbi's 
Fund by London and Provincial Congregations, and in view of the Rabbinate 
Conference to be held next Sunday, and the importance of the subject in rela- 
tion to the future maintenance of the Office of Chief Rabbi, it may not be 
inappropriate if I give the result of this analysis for the information of the contri- 
buting congregations, and more particularly for the non-contributing congregations, 
in order to show the startling disparity in the average contributions of London 
and Provincial Congregations to this Fund. 

The figures are taken from the “Jewish Year Book” for 1910, and although 
the calculations based thereon may not be absolutely accurate in every detail, 
they will, I venture to think, serve to show the inequitable basis of such contribu- 
tions, and the extent to which a considerable number of synagogal bodies dis- 
regard their communal and mora! obligations to support the office of Chief Rabbi, 
whose allegiance they acknowledge and whose benefits they accept. The number 
of synagogues in the United Kingdom, excluding chevras and very small congrega- 
tions, is about 180 (counting the Federation, with its 50 synagogues, as one only), 
and of this number only 58 are contributing bodies, leaving the large number of 
122 synagogues, who presumably acknowledge their allegiance to the Chief Rabbi, 
yet contribute—notbing. 

Amongst the contributing congregations, the average rate of contribution per 
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member of the United Synagogue being about 7s. per annum as against {d. per 
member of the Federation, the average contribution per member of the Federa- 
tion being the lowest of any of the contributing bodies in London or the provinces. 

It may be of interest to enumerate the average contribution per member of a 
few Provincial Congregations for the purpose of comparison witb a view to placing 


such contributions on a more equitable basis, and the following figures are, there- 
fore, given :

In addition to the disparity shown above, there are large Congregations in 
Glasgow with memberships varying from 200 to 300 seatholders who have not 
contributed for some years past, and the same applies to Leeds. Other large Con 
gregations in such important towns as Hull, Leeds, Manchester, Liverpool and 
Sheffield, while acknowledging allegiance to the Chief Rabbi, and doubtless 
makiog use of the services of the Ecclesiastical Authorities, actually contribute 
nothing to the maintenance of the office of Chief Rabbi. 

I trust these glaring anomalies will be brought to the notice of the delegates 
at the Rabbinate Conference, and venture to suugest that a uniform rate of Is. 
per member per annum for all provincial congregations should be adopted as a 
scheme of contribution, with perhaps a higher rate (to be hereafter determined) 
for contribution by London congregations. Such a schemé. while giving a much 
larger support from the provinces, would relieve the general funds of each con 
gregation of the amount they at present contribute, the sum of 1s. per member 
being added by the various Synagogues to the general account of its individual 
members, and specially allocated for the Chief Rabbi Fund.) It is not intended 
that this contribution of 1s. per member of all the various Synagogues should be 
compulsory ; but at the same time it is not anticipated that any individual 
member of a synagogue who acknowledges his allegiance to the Chief Rabbi and 
desires to maintain the office would refuse to allow his Synagogue account to be 
charged with such a nominal sum. I need not enlarge upon the moral support 


and personal interest in. the office which such & system of contribution woald 
create. 


I am nota member of the forthcoming Conference, but I venture to com- 
mend the scheme I have indicated to the earnest consideration of the delegates.

The Solemnisation of Marriages. 


TO THE ENITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,—On the eve of the meeting of the Conference on the Chief Rabbinate 
and the duties of the office, it is pertinent to raise the question whether the future 
Chief Rabbi should be required to solemnise marriages. From the memorandum 
which, I understand, the United Synagogue has circulated among the delegates I 
gather that the old evil is to be perpetuated whereby ‘the Chief Rabbi shall. when 
required, perform the ceremony of marriages for members of Metropolitan syna. 
gogues under his jurisdiction on payment to the United Synagogue of the marriage 
fee specified in the schedule” (Clause XI. of resolutions adopted in 1890). 

Iam one of those who had hoped that the time had come when 
recognised that there must be a considerable devolution of the 
the late Chief Rabbi —the solemnisation of marriages in Metropolitan synagogues 
would be one of the first to go by the Board. One can understand the desire of 
the United Synagogue to retain for itself & certain source of income derivable 
from this arrangement, but there are surely more important considerations than 
the question of finance involved. Obvious! y the solemnisation of marriages is the 
function of the Minister of the Synagogue to which the parties marrying belong. 
It constitutes one of his most cherished privileges. Marriage is an outstanding 
incident in family life which should give the Minister an opportunity of strengthen. 
ing the links of attachment between himself and the members of his flock. If, as 
will sometimes happen, those to be joined in matrimony are Strangers to hig 
congregation, the act of uniting them in wedlock should form the beginning of a 
bond of personal friendship between the Minister and these young people which 
will help to maintain them for many years to come in close touch with synagogue 
interests. But in the mejority of instances the contracting parties have been con- 
nected with the synagogue since childhood. Their personal associations with the 
Minister are an additional reason why he, and not a comparative stranger, should 
tender them words of loving counsel at the most solemn moment of their lives. 

It may be well to remind the community that the performance of marriages 
by a Chief Rabbi grew up accidentally. It dates back to a time in the forties 
when the Jews of the metropolis lived to so large an extent in the City, and the 
major section of them belonged to the Great Shool, of which the Chief Rabbi was 


the Minister and Preacher. Naturally he performed all the marriages of his own

there should be a definite understanding that he is not expected to undertake such 
duties, except in the immediate circle of his own family, when there could be no 
possible objection to his officiating.

This perversion of the plain, literal meaning of an important sentence in a 
serious document is, as I pointed out at the meeting of the Standing Committee, 
offensive to the legal mind, and seems, to my moral sense, ethically unsound and 
unjustifiable. 

The above are the chief points on which I could not see eye to eye with the 
Standing Committee and are the grounds which induced me, though with great 
pain and reluctance, to resign. Reorganisation of the Rabbinate is eminently 
desirable. The increase of our people and their diffusion necessitates devolution. 

The London Beth Din had already drawn up a plan for the establishment of 
local Bot’ Din throughout the kingdom, which with a few modifications is incor- 
porated in the Ministers’ Scheme. 

The Rabbinate should be strengthened by additional.appointments. But the 
appointments must be permanent, the duties clearly defined, the officials selected, 
men qualified to discharge them. They need not necessarily all be Rabbis. But 
the proposed Scheme will take men away from duties in their own synagogues and 
congregations, and impose upon them functions for which they are not as well 
fitted. This would weaken the Community instead of strengthening it, leai to 
confusion and possibly to the disruption of Anglo-Jewry.

GENTLEMEN,—A Memorandum will be presented to you by the Standing 
Committee of the Ministers’ Conference respecting a scheme for the future 
religious administration of the community. 

We, the undersigned, as members of the above Committee, respectfully beg 
to draw your attention to the fact that we have not had anything to do with the 
drafting of the scheme as a whole, nor with the passing of it as amended, and that 
we are entirely opposed to it. 

We feel sure that had this scheme been submitted to the members of the Con- 
ference at a general meeting (a course which would have been the right one to 
adopt), it would have been rejected. 

We therefore emphatically protest against the scheme as a whole. May we 
draw your attention, if only to one out of the many clauses affecting ourselves as 
Readers (see paragraphs 11 and 12, etc.), by which power would be given to 
Preachers who do not possess the Rabbinical Diploma to certify Readers, a power 
hitherto exercised by the Chief Rabbi only. The vesting of such authority in a 


new body, not possessing the necessary qualification or experience, would, we fear, 


not be conducive to the raising of the status of our sacred calling. 

In the interests of the efficient discharge of our duties in the synagogue and to 
the community, we respectfully ssk you to take note of our protest. Should you 
think it advisable, we should be pleased to express our views in person and would 
be glad to wait upon you at any time and place convenient.

deprecated. It is merely playing into the hands of the preachers, who desir 
the removal of so prominent a member of the Rabbinical section. It cannot 
be too often repeated that the whole situation is the result of sordid intrigues 
on the part of certain disappointed gentlemen, who, by their action, are cas! 
ing a slur on the metropolitan clergy, which nothing but their summary defeat 
and exposure will able to eradicate.

BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


MORE ENGLISH IN THE 


SERVICES. 


RECOMMENDATIONS CARRIED BY SMALL MAJORITIES. 


A specially convened general meeting of seatholders of the Berkeley Street 
Synagogue was held last Sunday morning, in the Committee-room, for the purpose 
of considering the recommendations of the Council regarding the introduction into, 
and the revision of, the services for the festivals, New Year and the Day of 
Atonement, particulars of which were given in the last issue of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. There were present twenty-nine seatholders, including three ladies, 
out of a total number of 835 seatholders, as given in the “Jewish Year Book.” 
Mr. B. ELKIN MOCATTA, Chairman of the Council, presided. 

On behalf of the Council, Mr. PHILIP WALEY moved that the recommenda. 
tions for the introduction of English, as set out in the agenda supplied to the seat- 


ation, which Mr. Waley explained, the Ministers desired to be omitted. 

Mr. ERNEST D. LOWY seconded. 

Mr. D. ANGEL moved the adjournment of the discussion for six months. He 
maintained that the members had not had sufficient time to consider the proposals 
of the Council, while only a very small proportion of the members were present. 

Mrs. ARTHUR HENRIQUES said that the introduction of English into the 
Sabbath services had not resulted in an increased attendance. In view of this, it 
seemed utterly inconsistent to her that there should be further recommendations 
by the Council for more English in the services. 

Lieut.-Col. C. (. HENRIQUES seconded the motion for adjournment. He 
felt that the majority of the members were not in favour of the Council's recom- 
mendations. (Hear, hear.) People who advocated the introduction of English 
into the Sabbath services were conspicuous by their absence and their silence, as 
regarded the introduction into the festival services. “The Council were driving 
members away from the synagogue by reason of their proposals. Sir Philip 
Magnus had resignei the position of Chairman of the Council on account of the 
changes, and he felt sure that before long Sir Philip would resign from the congre- 
gation entirely. He would not now speak on the effect of the introduction of 
English into the Sabbath services: in advocating that no changes should be made 
in the festival services, he thought it was quite sufficient to say that all their 
festival and holy day services were exceedingly well attended. 

Mr. H. 8S. (). HENRIQUES could not see the advantage that was to be gained 
by the adjournment of the discussion. At present there was a cleavage in the 
congregation, and the sooner the contentious matter before them was settled, the 
sooner would the opportunity be afforded for the healing of that cleavage and for 
the harmonious working of the whole congregation. 

Mr. ERNEST D. LOWY reminded the members that a largely attended 
special meeting of seatholders held as long ago as February, 1910, had passed a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of a committee to confer with the ministers 
regarding the introduction of English, and that in July, 1911, a special general 
meeting adopted a resolution regarding the introduction of English into the 
Festival services. He was, in consideration thereof. opposed to the adjournment. 

Mr. DAVISdid not consider that they need be bound by any previous resolution. 
The observer would not have failed to notice that the innovations so far effected had 
not met with any success. The attendance had not improved, and he saw no 
good coming of the introduction of English into the Festival services. The festi- 
val services as they all knew were well attended, and seatholders would not keep 
away were no changes to be made. 

Mr. D. Q. HENRIQUES deplored the fact that opposition was shown to the 
recommendations of*the Council at that hour of the day. The minority must go 
with the majority. 

A SEATHOLDER: This is our only opportunity of voicing our sentiments. 

Mr. J. M. ANSELL supported the adjournment. He pointed out that the 
introduction of I'riday evening services at a stipulated time on that day regardless 
of the season of the year, had proved a failure, and that they were gradually 
turning the synagogue intoachurch. The Jews kept the Sabbath from sunset to 
sunset, and it was an anomaly to observe their senior Minister kindling the 
Chanucah lights on the recent festival at 6 o’clock on Friday evening, after the 
Sabbath had set in, according to their religion, some two hours or so. If they 
persisted in their innovations they would no longer be a Jewish congregation, 
but a congregation of English Jews, observing few, if any, of their ancient religious 
rites. 

Mr. HARRY R. LEWIS pointed out that the members had had sufficient 
notice of the meeting and opposed, on that ground, the adjournment of the meeting. 

Mr. RALPH HENRIQUES also opposed the motion for adjournment. There 
was, it was true, a small attendance, but then few members of their congregation 
evinced a rea) interest in communal affairs in general and of that synagogue in 
particular. They must settle the recommendations f the Council without delay. 

Mr. ANGEL, again speaking on the moti nding in bis name, said that he 
objected to those who wanted to rush headlong, without giving full and mature 
consideration to schemes which must have a far-reaching effect on the congregation. 
Mr. WALEY said that the innovations had had the effect of slightly increasing 
the attendance at the Saturday services. He desired to point out that in intro- 
ducing more English they were only doing something to make their services 
more suited to modern requirements. He recalled the fact that over two hundred 
members were present at a meeting two years ago when the original proposals 
were brought forward for more English in the services. It was true that a num- 
ber of those who supported the introduction did not attend the Sabbath services, 
but were fairly regular attendants at the Festival services, and desired to see a 
modification in those services. 

A division was then taken on the motion for adjournment, nine voting for and 
twenty against. 

Reverting to the recommendation of the Council, Mr. P. H. EMANUEL 
opposed the innovations. They were told when the introduction of English was 
made in the Sabbath services that there would be an increased attendance. The 
expectations had not been realised. The Festival services were well attended, 
and he could therefore see no reason for Anglicising those services. 

The CHAIRMAN: The attendance at the Sabbath services show a slight 
increase. The introduction of English in the Festival services will attract those 
who now keep away on the holidays. 

Lieut.-Col. HENRIQUES opposed the proposals at the Council for the reason 
that the introduction of English into the services was doing harm to the synagogue. 
He expressed the hope that the services might be conducted entirely in Hebrew 
as heretofore. 

Mr. D. Q» HENRIQUES reminded the meeting that the principle of admitting 
English into the services had been affirmed long ago, and he now objected to those 
who were discussing the principle. He, for one, was firmly attached to the 
services as now carried out, but he could not shut his eyes to modern requirements, 
and he thought it but an act of extreme selfishness to legislate for themselves——those 
who enjoyed the services as they were now conducted. As successor to one of the 
founders of the synagogue, he was for progress, and he was now surprised that a 
number of members had that morning expressed such reactionary views. It was 
like belonging to a wrong club.

Lieut.-Col. HENRIQUES, Mr. P. H. EMANUEL and Mr. J. M. ANSELL 
opposed the recommendations. 

Mr. LINDO moved a slight modification of the Council's proposals. 

Mr. WALEY expressed the hope that Mr. Lindo would not insist upon his 
amendment. 

The amendment was, however, adopted by a small majority, the remaining 
recommendations being carried by seventeen for and eleven against. 

In moving the recommendations for the introduction of English into the Day 
of Atonement services, which included a recommendation for the discontinuance 
of the Evening Service after the conclusion of the Neilah, 

Mr. WALEFY said that they had spent much time and serious thought on the 
matter, but the Ministers were not in agreement with the Council on the question 
of the discontinuance of the Evening Service. They had introduced a mintmum 
amount of English and he was of opinion that the services with the introduction 
of the English proposed would benefit their religious feelings. 

Mr. ANGEL opposed the introduction of English and mentioned that many 
worshippers on the Day of Atonement were alien Jews, to whom English was 
unintelligible. 

Mr. H. 8. Q. HENRIQUES was loth to have the Evening Service expunged. 

The recommendations were adopted by seventeen for and twelve against. It 
was also decided to continue the Evening Service. 

The following recommendations of the Council were also adopted :—

Liberal Jewish Synagogue.—Burial Arrangements. 

Mr. ERNEST D. LoWY said that they had received a communication from the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue for burial facilities for their members at the Golder’s 
Green cemetery. He observed that their ground was only of limited size, and that in 
view of that the Council had suggested that the maximum of25 grave places should 
be reserved for members of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue. Originally the Council 
had proposed to limit interments to a period of two years, but that suggestion did 
not meet with the approval of the neighbouring synagogue. On behalf of the 
Council he moved recommendations to the following effect : That the congregation 
consent to grant, as might be required, grave spaces not to exceed twenty-five in 
number, for the interment of eligible members of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
and their families; that the interments be admitted in the general portion of the 
cemetery ; that the Burial Service be conducted by the Minister of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue subject to the form of service adopted being submitted to, and 
approved by, the Council of the West London Synagogue : that the charge for each 
grave be twenty-five guineas, the lowest charge allowed by the laws of the syna- 
gogue ; that the regulations of the West London Synagogue regarding tombstones 
be adhered to. 

On behalf of the Council, Mr. LoWY expressed regret that they were unable 
~ —_ greater accommodation in view of the small space of ground at their 

isposal. 

Mr. HARRY R. LEWIS, speaking on behalf of the Liberal’ Jewish Synagogue 
on the Committee of which he is a member, said that he appreciated the cour- 
tesy of the Berkeley Street Synagogue in making burial arrangements for mem- 
bers of the Liberal Synagogue. He expressed the hope that some scheme might 
be arranged between the two synagogues in the acquirement of a fresh ground 
when necessary. 

After some discussion, the recommendations of the Council were agreed to. 

The appointment of Mr. E. D. Lowy to the post of Treasurer to begin at 

the end of the financial year, was confirmed.

Change not Progress. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—‘*An ounce of practice is worth a ton of theory.’ Having’ witnessed the 
recent innovations introduced into the services of the Reform Synagogue, I cannot help 
thinking that we are falling into the fallacions confusion of the terms “ progress” and 
“change.” Although I voted against the more frequent use of English in our services, 
yet I recognised the sincerity of the prime movers in trying to bring the synagogue into 
closer relation with the congregants, and I have since waited expectantly to witness the 
increase in the number of Sabbath worshippers. But although a regular attendant my- 
self for many years, | have not yet seen this anticipated increase. Not content with 
this, on Sunday last another reform was mooted and failing to see that the past shows no 
tangible results, there seems no cognisance of the evils the future will bring forth. 

Let us see what this last reform really means. The only two occasions when the 
congregants fill the usually empty benches are the New Year and the Day of Atone- 
ment. Yet these reforming gentlemen advocate a reform where it is least néeded. 

Strange it seems that all these reforms emanate from one section only of the syna- 
gogue, which does not necessarily mean that they speak for the majority of the entire 
members. Although it was pointed out by several members that the Sabbath reform 
had tec an utter failure, yet one particular gentleman emphasised that at al! costs 
the Berkeley Street Synagogue must stand for progress. . 

Now, Sir, it seems to me that we are planting a most dangerous seed in the soil of 
reform, and the product cannot be other than a pernicious ‘growth. I do not think I am 
undaly imistic when I state that the ultimate result of heaping reform on reform 
will be the sacrifice of the essentials of Judaism upon the altar of progress. I write more 
in sorrow than in anger, and my only object in penning these few lines is to point out to 
those who cry progress (!) and reform (!) that it is ssible to change without progressing. 
Nay, parodoxical as it may seem, we can destroy by reforming methods the Judaism we

The Needs of Manchester. 
A Reply to Dr. Salomon. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,—It is gratifying to see that Dr. Salomon gives his stamp of approval to 
the idea of converting the Talmud Torah into a day school, on certain lines. I 
have, for many years, advocated this courge, which would greatly enhance the 
good work already done by the Talmud Torah, and would benetit both pupil and 
teacher. Besides this, such a scheme would relieve the congestion of the large 
neighbouring schools which are attended by Jewish children. The boys attending 
the Talmud Torah are mostly drawn from the Jews’ school, the Southall Street 
and Waterloo Road schools, and if these boys could be provided with a complete 
education—both Hebrew and secular—-at the Talmud Torah, the pressure would, 
to some extent, be removed from the day schools above mentioned. F uarthermore, 
if the removal of a large number of boys from the Jews’ school would leave 
vacancies, these could be filled by others drafted from non-Jewish schools. The 
scheme, if properly carried out, should include girls as well as boys, and this 
would be a means of partly solving the grave question of the Hebrew education of 
Jewish girls. . 

One cannot help expressing a feeling of reuret that Dr. Salomon should have 
thought it necessary to fill a part of his letter with words of “ rebuke and scorn,” 
which, with all due respect to him and his position, are wide of the mark and 
uncalled for. He may rest assured that there is no burning desire to establish 
new institutions—as long as the existing ones do their work—nor is there any keen 
anxiety to seek for offices—-even on the lKeligious Education Board; but I do 
believe that there is an earnest wish on the part of several to consider the question 
of Hebrew education in this city in all its bearings, to try and evolve some means 
by which it can be placed on a sounder footing and higher level. To dub such 
efforts as office-seeking, and to hold up well-meant suggestions to cheap ridicule, 
shows. a strange lack of sympathy on the part of one who, I humbly believe, 
should welome any signs of communal endeavour. To show how entirely imper- 
sonal this movement is, it is necessary to state that on Wednesday, January 3rd 
(before Dr. Salomon’s letter appeared in your columns), an informal meeting was 
held, and it was decided to approach the Hebrew Education Board with a view of 
that body convening a conference on the subject. Everyone wi!l hail with 
pleasure the statement that “the Hebrew Education Board is both willing and 
able to do everything that is needed.” This is a most reassuring message, and 
many will look forward wit! confidence to the lead from the President of the 
Hebrew Education Board, who by his deep learning, ripe experience and high 


position is so eminently fitted to cope with so great a question as Hebrew 
education.

The new by-laws for the employment of children generally and 
the regulation of street trading, which were adopted by the 
City Council in December, have been submitted to the Home 
Secretary for contirmation, and notice is now given that any 
objections to them by any person or persons affected may be sent to the Iiome 
Office before the 6th of February next. 

The whole of the proposed new bye-laws are of interest to the local Jewish 
community, as it must be admitted that during the last few years street-trading 
by Jews in Leeds, both adults and children, bas greatly increased. The proposed 
regulations as to the employment of children generally, are of special interest to 
the local community, more particularly with reference to Bye-law 25, which pro 
hibits the employment of children on Sunday. Though previous mention has 
been made of this matter in these columns, and prominence given to the opposition 
of Councillor C. E. Warren to the proposed bye-law both in Committee and in the 
City Council, the local Jewish authorities seem to be strangely apathetic upon a 
subject which, if carried into effect, would impose great hardship in many 
instances upon coreligionists who strictly observe the Sabbath. It is true that the 
matter was the subject of a lengthy discussion at a meeting some five weeks ago, 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, when the proposition by Mr. \V. Lightman, 
J.P., “that a deputation wait upon the local authorities pointing out the Jewish 
situation,” was then vetoed on the grounds that “it would be unwise to take 
precipitate action at this stage.” Since then no action has been taken in the 
matter. 

Councillor Warren, interviewed on the subject, has expressed his surprise at 
the inactivity of the local communal leaders. He observed that there was a strong 
feeling in the City Council that Jewish children should be exempted under the 
proposed bye-law, and that it should not apply to Jewish children employed by 
Jewish employers. He gave the assurance that his party would support an) 
representations made by the local Jewish community on the subject.

THE YOUNGER POPULATION. 
The Duty of Sheffield Jewry. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,--May L trespass on your valuable space to bring before your notice a 
shocking state of affairs that exists amongst some of the younger population of 
Sheffield and which reached a d/nowement by some youths—of whom I regret to 
say some are Jews being brought before the police court on charges involving 
gross moral depravity. 

My idea in writing to you, however, is not to spread this news, which the 
local papers seem to haye done so successfully, but to point out what is the likely 
cause of and possible remedy for this trouble. Boys and girla who leave the 
elementary schools, at say, the ages of 153 or 14, and commence to work, need a 
little relaxation in the evenings and at the week-ends. «This relaxation is got in 
many ways—-some good and others bad—and some resalts of the latter baing the 
above. I contend that Sheftield Jewry have not done their duty to these younger 
people. They have no institution where these people can gather together under 
the gaidance of experienced and worthy leaders, and enjoy themselves in a more 

urable manner than that practised by some of them to-day. At this most 
ii iteesionsble age, it is possible to instil into their minds some of the highest 
tenets of Judaism and give them some sort of general elucation, which. at the 
worst, would be far better than the gradual drifting away from our religion that 
certainly happens to many of them to-day. I miy also meation en pissant 
that the continued silence and apparent dormant condition of the Shettisid Jewish 
Students’ Association is not at all a welcome sign; for this institution was, I 
believe, working on the right track and did accomplish something in the proper 
direction. 

I trast, however, that something will be done for these younger people, in a 
city, where. the communal activity of the Jewish population is poor compared 
with other towns of similar size.

state that our numbers are dwindling. We provided a series of lectures on Jewish 
topics last year at the Sheffield Jewish Working Men's Club, which brings me to 
another rather serious matter. The Sheffield Jewish Working Men's Club caters in a 
social manner only for young men from the age of eighteen years and the opposite sex 
from the age of sixteen. What are those who do not reach these awe standards to do” 
Some require literary relaxation, some social recreation, but all require something out 
of the ordinary, oftentimes dull, routine of their daily work. This is impossible for 
them as things are at present, therefore what more natural than the happenings of the 
last few days? 

| shall be glad to co-operate andlend my earnest endeavours to any ssheme which 
may be promoted, but which I should prefer to leave to abler and older hands than my 
own. May I add, in conclusion, that the need for a club in Sheffield for those of the 
ages afore-mentioned is really great, and that it should not follow the lead of the 
Sheffield Jewish Working Men's Club, and allow the social side of the programme 
utterly to swamp the literary side.

ANNUAL REPORT. 

In anticipation of the annual meeting next Monday evening, the Jewish 
Historical Soviety has issued its annual report, which states in part—after 
references to the late Chief Rabbi and Mr. Percy M. C. Hart, a member of the 
Council 

During the past session the Royal Historical Society has been elected a correspond 
ing member. There is to be an interchange of Se ES between that institution and 
our Scciety, and the publications of the Royal Historical Society are deposited on loan 
in the Mocatta Library. The meetings of the society, at which papers are read, continue 
to be held in the Mocatta Library, now the permanent headquarters of the society. The 
Council calls attention to the new regulations of the Mocatta Library, whereby no 
deposit is now required as security for books borrowed for home reading. Every 
member of the society bas the privilege of borrowing books from the Library, as have 
aleo members of the constituent societies of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies on 
the recommendation of the Honorary Secretary of the Jewish Historical Society. The 
Council hopes that as these new regulations become better known the usefulness of the 
Mocatta Library may be extended. The L' brary has an excellent collection of books of 
Jewish interest. and more especially of books on Jewish history This year also the 
Council is continuing its efforts to extend the usefulness of the Mocatta Library and 
Museum as the depository of the archives of Anglo-Jewish congregations. The Council 
of the United Synagegue has expressed its whole-hearted sympathy with the efforts in 
this direction, and several congregations have been approached in the matter. ‘The 
Council of the Society hopes to be able to report satisfactorily progress before long 
The Rev. 8. Levy, M.A., bas been deputed to give evidence on behalf of the society 
before the recently appointed Royal Commission on Public Records. _ The Council bas 
bad rubbings made and photographs taken of historic tombstones in the Mile End and 
other cemeteries with a view to the publication of the inscriptions in the Transactions 
of the society. The Council hopes to centinue this work, by which many a record may 
be rescned from. oblivion, The dividend on the Asher I. Myers Memorial Fund has 
again been utilised by presenting sublicatons of the society to schools and classes, for 
distribution as prizes for Jewish bistory, according to local discretion he following 
were the instituticns selected onder this arrangement during the past session: New 
Synavogue, North London Synagogue Classes, Canning Town Clarses, Teachers 
Training Classes, and the Bristol Study Circle The following publications have been 
distributed free to members during the session : (1) “ Transactions,” Vol. VI., fascicules. 
fa)“ Satirical and Political Prints on the Jews’ Naturalisation Bill of 1753.” by Mr. 
Israe! Solcmons. (4, “A Supposed Jewirh Conspiracy in 1753,” by the Rev. S Levy. M.A 

ce) “Some MS. sidelights on Anglo-Jewish Emancipation,” by Mr. Maurice Myers. (/)“ A 
Note on some Ar glo-Jewish Law Cases,” by Mr. Albert M. Friedenberg. (¢)“ Textof Mr 
Robert Grant's Bil, 1830,” by Mr. Israel) Abrahams, M.A. The arduous task of seeing these 
publications through the press was again kindly performed by Mr. Israel Abrahams, 
who bas been assisted by the three others members of the Editorial Committee—the 
President. the Honorary Secretary, and the Rev. 8S. Levy The Council records its 
special thanks to Mr. Israel Abrabams for his aplendid work so ungrudgingly given 
The Conrncil ia committed to the publication of Vol. VI. of the “ Transactions,” which it 
is hoped will be in the hands of members in the current session. In addition (a) Mr 
Lucien Wolf's paper on “ TheJews in the Canary Islands,” and /(/,/) the Rev. Michael Adler's 
aper on the Jews of Canterbury,” are both in type and will be issued to members before 
lode The society bas 12 honorary members, 21 corresponding members, and 25) ordinary 
members. The income frem annual subscriptions during the past seesion was £109, as 
compared with £119, in 1910. The society received no donationwin the past seasion, and 
the Council hopes that the response to the appeal about to be issued will place the 
finances of the society in a satisfactory condition. There is still a heavy programme 
of work to be got through, and the rate of progress will depend on the amount of 
financial snpport which the society obtains. In 1908 the Rev. 8S. Levy undertook the 
task of acting as the society s honorary «bookseller. Under this arrangement, the 
receipts from the sale of publications was £6 l2s. 6d. in 1908, £45 3s. 7d. in 1909, 
£39 17s. lid. in 1910, and £65 17s. 3d. in the last session. The Council thanks Mr. Levy 
most warmly for hissplendid work, and bopes for bis continued co-ope ationin the future 
The Council feels justified in regarding the record of its activity for the past eighteen 
years asa satisfactory claim upon the continued confidence and support of old members 
and a reasonable appeal for the acquisition of new subscribers.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘(JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirk,— While registering the first Jewish wedding held at Carnarvon the other 
day, at the Guildhall there, I chanced to see an old Charter given to Carnarvon on 
the creation of the first Prince of Wales, Edward I., A.D. 1284, and could not help 
being struck by the peculiar change of time and popular feeling. The following 
abstract will interest you :— 

Moreover we grant to the said Lurgesees that all lands to the said Borough now 
assigned, be free bate the Warren and Forest Laws; and that Jews shall not at any 
time dwell in the said Borough 

This is again repealed in the last clause. It is further interesting to note that 
this Charter was confirmed by subsequent Sovereigns down to Elizabeth at West- 
minster in 1559, 

There are some four or five families, numbering a dozen or so Jews, at 
Carparvon to-day.

Poor Jewish patrons of the weekly payment lotteries have been bard hit by 
the recent decision of the Courts that these concerns are illegal in England, not- 
withstanding their revistration as limited companies. Two companies, it appears, 
were engaged in the operations. One has paid its policy-holders a wretched 
twenty-five per cent of their total premiums. The other, with offices in the 
Hague, promises subscribers that the situation is receiving every attention. 
Possibly, in course of time, these aleo will be offered twenty-five per cent. in 
settlement of full claims. It is to be hoped that the experiences of victimised 
policy-holders will serve as a lesson to others; for the thriftily inclined, there 
exist far more reliable repositories for spare pence than weekly payment lotteries. As 
far as can be seen, the only people who have done well out of the project are a few 
who were lucky enough to draw winning numbers before the scheme was declared 
illegal, as well as the great army of agents. In their case Jeshurun waxed fat but 
did not kick. Commissions on premiums had been far too attractive. ra 

The trials of the ill-paid music teacher were very fully discussed at 
Llandudno by the Incorporated Society of Musicians, and a sad little tale was 
unfolded of the struggles of one couple, in particular to eke out a precarious exist- 
ence by teachiag this most elevating of the three arts. Said one speaker, competi- 
tion had ruined the profession. Advertisements offered thirteen lessons for six 
shillings, or a guinea per term for two lessons weekly. But these are 
comparatively magnificent emoluments! The writer can fix upon half-a- 
dozen music “teachers,” in the East End whose terms are  half-a-guinea 
per quarter for two lessons weekly. It goes without saying that teachers 
who offer their services at so low a figure cannot possibly turn out geniuses by the 
dozen. Yet these music masters and mistresses thrive, simply because of their 
very cheapness. Their pupils increase at a surprising rate, making it possible for 
their instructors to earn a comfortable living. But as far as the quality of teach- 
ing is concerned, the less said about it the better. Of technique they know 
little, nor do they eare whether their pupil displays an aptitude for music or not. 
Should the child have developed a real musical taste, a real love for all that is 
best in the art, these cheap teachers will extinguish the divine spark in less than 
no time. One bopes, for the sake of culture, the peace of our homes, and the 


good temper of our next door neighbour, that the Incorporated Society of Musicians 
will penalise such as these. 


YMr. Lewis Lyons has sent me copies of the two Yiddish posters, prepared 
under the authority of the Board of Deputies, setting forth the minimum rates 
of wages for male and female workers in the ready-made and wholesale bespoke 
tailoring trade. I hear that Mr. Lyons who, of course, is one of the men’s represent- 
atives on the Trades Board, was subjected to rough treatment the other evening, 
after having addressed a meeting explaining the aim of the new Act and 
the meaning of{the minimum rates of pay. After leaving. the meeting he received 
one or two nasty knocks at the hands of anarchists, who, in a number of violent 
speeches, <lisapproved of his acceptance of the proposed rates, and were opposed 


to the Trades Board entirely. Their treatment, however, will not help to alter his 
opinion in the least. 


After thirty years’ experience of the trade Mr. Lyons is convinced that the 
rates are good, and he strongly advises nobody to sign agreements with their 
employers contracting out of the Act. He reminds me that as many of the male 
workers receive fourpence an hour, and gome thousands of women workers less 
than twopence an hour, the increase unddér the minimum rates will be equal to 


two hundred per cent! But whoever heard of a legislative measure that managed 
to please the community at large ? 


If you want the modern Solomon you shall find him at Woolwich. He 
dispenses judicial wisdom from his seat in the police court of that district, and has 
already gained distinction for his earnest attempts at settling domestic differences. 
This restorer of marital harmony is none other than Mr. Israel Ale:ander 
Symmons. The new magistrate was buttonholed by an enterprising Morning 
Leader representative, who asked him how he did it. ‘“ People tell me I am too 
indulgent,” he said, “ but it is a good thing to let everyone have his say. It clears 
the air.” Mr. Symmons admitted that his real successes had not been many, 
“ but until Il am worn out with discouragement I shall go on trying.” A kindly 
man, patient and painstaking, Mr. Symmons is looked upon by Woolwich folk as 
the ideal Cadi. He is not a man of fads and fancies, just a human magistrate. 


Reasons for Christian Friendliness to Jews” was the subject of a paper read 
the other evening at the Bruce Hall, Hackney, before a religious organisation that 
has neither church nor chapel. The avowed object of the assembly is “to study 
the Bibie, frankly, freely, reverently and without prejudice.” The speaker, Mr. 
H. Bertioli, urged that it was necessary to live with the Jewish people to understand 
them perfectly. Once one knew them thoroughly one could do nothing else but 
marvel at their endurance through the ages. He urged that it was the duty of the 
Christian to hold out the hand of fellowship and thus render social assimilation 
possible. There was a Jewish lady in the audience, a splendid speaker, who 
enlightened the assembly on many points upon which the non-Jew requires 
enlightenment, and whose remarks created so favourable an impression that she was 
asked to address her hearers on a future occasion. 


Two interesting facts have been brought under my notice in con- 
nection with local weddings, of which there have been an enormous 
number within the past few weeks. Fact number one is the increasing demand 
for the choral wedding even among contracting parties of comparatively humble 
means. Let me point out at the outset that the United Synagogue does not cater 
for the poor person desirous of plighting his troth to the sound of music. At any 
rate, the authorities of one synagogue outside the charmed United circle, have 
made a speciality of the choral wedding, which can, so it seems, be solemnised at 
a fee very slightly higher than the ordinary. We are hearing a great deal lately 
as to the decline in the number of weddings, cheap and otherwise, and it mav be 
that those who might have patronised the United Synagogue are unable to resist 
the attractions of a * Musical Chupah ” at a reasonable cost. 


Then, again, the old order changeth as regards the draped carriages and the 
cream-coloured horses. The modern East End bride longs for the “ motor wed- 
ding ” of the elect, with the result that the be-ribboned taxi-cab and the grimy 
chauffeur, with his gigantic posy, quite outnumber the horsed vehicles with the 
liveried drivers. There is not the least doubt that the taxi-cab is killing the old- 
time romance of the thing, but one has feelings of pity for the harassed bride- 


groom when one recalls the twopences ticking off inexorably on the taxi-m< cer, 
and the bride forty minutes late !

to be found among them. How many dens of gambling have been raided by th 
police? Are they to be compared with the real *‘ plague centre’ described in th 
report of the Royal Commission on Vice located west of Holborn Bar? Does the 2e\ 
gentleman not remember that those very streets described now as a‘ plague centre 
were in the true sense of the word real dens of thieves and criminals before the advent o 
the Jews, that no policeman ever ventured singly to enter these haunts of the crimina’! 
classes, they had to go at least in pairs, and the pure atmosphere for which the res 
gentleman is longing had been introduced by the settlement of Jews. 

I do not cOntend that all the vices stop at the City boundaries and that the Ea- 
End is the home of all virtues, nor, let me assure the rev. gentleman, is any commupit 
more keenly alive to the shame of Jewish unfortunates, and more anxious to cope wit! 
that evil, and none work more hard, and, I venture to add, with more success. than w 
do to reclaim the fallen and to bring punishment home to the guilty. But these unfo: 
tunates form only an infinitesimal fraction of the great holocaust brought on the alta 
of man’s lust. 

The rev. gentleman is also incorrect in speaking of the increased immigration an: 
mentioning the Aliens Act in a manner as if it helped to swell the immigrants. Does bh 
not read any statistics at all? Since the introduction of the Aliens Act, nay, long 
before that, the number of immigrants settling in this country has dwindled from ye: 
to year; the figures for the last few years have not been more than a few 
thousand every year, but the Rev. J. B. Rust could easily have satisfied himself, if 
he only had inquired in the proper quarter, that, far from increasing, the number of 
Jewish inhabitants in his and neighbouring parishes is fast decreasing. The rate 
collector could have told him that the income from the rates of these parishes has gone 
down very considerably owing to the large number of empty houses. Rent is falling, 
trade is diminishing, people are migrating to other parts of London, shops in the Mile 
End Road for which the weekly rent used to be £3 to £4 can now be had, I am told, for 
15s. to 20a. The Jewish landlords would only be too glad to sell properties which are « 
losing concern, and they would feel most grateful tothe Rev. J. B. Rust if he would fin 
purchasers for their depreciated property or tenants for their empty houses. 


Such are the facts, says Dr. Gaster, in conclusion, which anyone interested 


in the matter could easily verify for himself. It is a pity that the Rev. J. Basi 
Rust bas not investigated the facts more closely.

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UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


‘The eighth annual report of the Union of Jewish Women—covering the period 
from Ist May, 1910, to 31st December, 1911, has been issued. 


The repoft mentions that the work of the Union has continued to develop and 
increase in various ways; and records the acquisition of new correspondents in twenty- 
two fresh localities. [t has become widely known that the Union is able to give the 
fullest information both as to training for skilled vocations and for obtaining employ- 
ment when trained; also as to all the latest openings for educated women, among 
which are the women's work on the Labour Bureau, hospital almonership, Care Com- 
mittees, Health Committees, etc. The report draws attention? to the fact that the 
demands for certificated te achers of domestic ecience at present exceeds the supply " and 
as the full course of training takes three years, and the number of schools in the 
United Kingdom, both primary and secondary, that are adding this subject to their 
eurriculum is rapidly increasing, there is likely to be a steady demand for duly qualified 
teachers of domestic science for many years to come, 7 

The Union has at present 39 cases in training. Of 71 new applicants for training 
since the last Report was have been placed in training and 31 
bave been rejected. Of 15 new applicants for traming as nurses four were placed. 
The first lady who was ainsel by the Union to train as a Hospital Nurse is 
pow the Sub-Matron of a Jewish Convalescent Home. The hope is expressed 
that we may gradually see all our residential communal institutions (number- 
ing nearly forty) staffed by Jewish ladies as matrons and nurses. The inadequate 
supply of Jewish trained nurses has hitherto rendered this impossible. In the case 
of Secretaries, 104 new applications have been received and posts have been found for 
$4 girls. In the case of governesses, 158 new applications have been received, and 54 
ladies have been placed. _The report emphasises the grave evil of foreign girls coming 
to this country to seek posts as governesses, relying on their knowledge ot a foreign 
language as the stock in trade. “The foreign language teaching market is already over- 
stocked, and London is a dangerous place for young women without friends and without 
means. If a Jewish girl is desirous of coming to England either to learn the language, 
or to teach her own, she should. in the first instance, write to the Union from her home. 
stating her acquirements, her diplomas, her age and her means, and not come here till 
th re 18 at le ast some definite prospect of employ ment. 

The Union continues to co-operate with the Education Aid Society by investigating 
and reporting on the circumstances of its female applicants. Fifty-six such investigations 
have been made since April1910. The Union is duly registered as an employment agency, 
under the L.C.C., and the committee draw the attention of the community to the fact 
that there are a large number of fully qualified English and foreign governesses, school 
teachersand apeci ilteachers of Hebrew. music, needlework. cooking, etc.. on the register. 
The aid of the Union has on more than one occasion been invoked for reliable information 
as to suitable Jewish schools, homes and religious training, when the guardianship of 
Jewish minors and their property has devolved on trustees. In a recent instance the 
Union received a vote of thanks couched in gratifying terms from public trustees to 
whom they had given the required information 

The Committee record their gratefal recognition of Miss Halford’s work and the 
efficient aid given her by Miss Van Praagh. They also tend their deep sympathy to 
their President (Mrs. Nathaniel L. Cohen), who has suffered much strain ‘ond anxiety 
through the long and serious illness of her hushand, and express their thanks to Mrs 
Meyer A. Spielmann for ber ever-ready aid in Mrs.Cohen’s absence. 

it is hoped that the report shows that the useful work achievéd by the Union again 
justifies the appeal for yet more funds and yet more members, and yet more honorary 
workers, so that the work may continue to develop according to the needs of the com- 
munity. The Union has no endowmentand is as yet too young &@ socicty to reap bequests. 
It is thus entirely dependent on the subscriptions of its members for enabling it to 


defray the cost of its work. This alone is an urgent reason for enrolling additional 
mem bers

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SIR,-—-I bave no desire to take any part in the controversy between Mr. Grad 
and “5. I.” as to the Jewish descent of the famous Russian scientist, Mendeleyev, 
as I consider it beneath our dignity to claim kinship with apostates, even if they 
were more famous than Mendeleyev. I should like, however, to remark that “the 
indirect conlirmation that Mendeleyev’s father could not have been a Jew.” which 
Mr. Grad believes to find in “ the fact that the first Russian Jew that graduated at 
a Russian University was the late L. 1. Mandelstamm (1811-1889) ” is very weak. 
It has alwas been a puzzle tome, how this mistaken idea about L. I. Mandelstamm 
being the first Jewish University man in Russia has become to be considered as an 
unquestionable “fact,” and, as we hear from Mr. Grad, found its way into the 
Russian Encyclopedic Dictionary. As a matter of fact, the medical fraternity 
had a good number of Jews long before Mandelstamm saw the light of the 
world. I will mention Elijah Accord, a military surgeon, who, in 1786, translated 
into German a Polish pamphlet dealing with the status of the Jews in Poland, 
Dr. Frank, who was of great assistance to Derjavin in his exposé dealing with 
the Jewish question, and A. Bernhard, who addressed a note to Paul I. in defence 
of the Jews against the infamous blood libel. - (See also. Tshistowitsh, “The first 
Medical Schools in Russia.”) The number of the Jewish surgeons serving in the 
Russian Army in 1828 seems to have increased to such an extent as to attract the 


attention of the Home Secretary, who did not lose any time in introducing a 


number of restrictions. There is, therefore, no reason why it should have been 


impossible for Mendeleyev’s father, were he a Jew, to have graduated in Russia 


before 1820.
